Pursuant to the Warrant of the Selectmen served according to law 
upon the inhabitants of the Town of Winchester, Mass., by Joseph J. 
Derro, Constable of said Town, notices having been sent by mail by the 
Town Clerk seven days before the day of the Meeting to the Town 
Meeting Members elected and qualified to act in Town Meetings in 
Winchester, the Town Meeting Members met in the Memorial Auditorium 
in the Senior High School in said Town of Winchester, March 16, 1967, 
at 7:45 o’clock in the evening.

Voted, That the Board of Selectmen be and it hereby is authorized to 
sell the so-called Cutting House, between the Town Hall and the Library, 
the sale to include only the building and not the land, for the sum of $1. 
The purchaser is to remove the building from its present site and relocate 
it elsewhere at his own expense. The sale is to be on such further 
terms and conditions as the Board of Selectmen deems advisable. 


Voted, That the sum of $250 be raised and appropriated to be ex- 
pended by the Board of Selectmen for the purpose of filling in and grading 
the site now occupied by the Cutting House.

Moved and Seconded, That a committee be established to study all 
aspects of highway improvement. Said committee to be appointed no later 
than June 1, 1967, and to be dissolved at the conclusion of the annual 
1969 Town Meeting. The committee shall consist of seven members, ap- 
pointed by the Moderator, with representation from each town precinct. 
The committee shall study town policies relating to: 

Street Lighting 

Sidewalk Construction and Street Curbing 

Responsibility for snow and ice removal from sidewalks 

Highway beautification and plantings 

Advantages, disadvantages and long-range effects of sanding, plow- 
ing and salting of streets including snow removal and disposal 

Cost effectiveness of current policies 

. Other related matters 


The committee shall have authority to work in close co-operation with 
town officials and boards having jurisdiction in the areas under study. 
The committee shall file an interim report with the Board of Selectmen 
by December 1, 1967, for inclusion in the 1967 Annual Town Reports and 
a final report with its recommendations for changes in policies or by-laws, 
if any, in seasonal time for action in the 1969 Annual Town Meeting, The 
sum of one hundred dollars ($100.00) is hereby appropriated for the neces- 
sary expenses of the committee.

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


In retrospect, the principal characteristic of your Board of Selectmen’s 
operations during 1967 was one of change. This report will cover only 
the highlights of the year’s events in departments which are under the 
administration of the Selectmen. Details will be found in the reports 
of the various department heads, boards and committees. 


During the year, Winchester was one of the first towns in the Common- 
wealth to publicly acknowledge the existence of drug abuse problems 
involving a small minority of residents. This step was taken upon the 
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recommendations to the Selectmen of Chief Derro, Sergeant-Investigator 
Cogan, Juvenile Officer Beaton of the Police Department, and Donald 
E. MacLean, M.D., a local physician closely involved with young people. 
Coordination was established among the Selectmen, Police Department, 
Board of Health, School Department, Federal Bureau of Drug Abuse, 
local physicians and civic groups to develop and promote an educational 
program to inform Winchester residents of the various aspects of drug 
problems. Similar acknowledgment has since followed on the part of 
many other communities. 


1967 was the first year of operations under collective bargaining agree- 
ments which had been accepted by the Annual Town Meeting. Winchester 
was one of the first Massachusetts towns to conclude negotiations resulting 
from the 1966 statute, and many other communities looked to the Town’s 
contracts for guidance in their negotiations. The advent of collective 
bargaining has highlighted the importance and value to the Town of 
the functions of the Personnel Board. This board coordinates the admini- 
stration of personnel and compensation policies and practices of the 
Town, and also serves as an active participant in the bargaining process. 
As additional experience is acquired in this area, it is the feeling of the 
Selectmen that the Personnel Board’s contributions will become increas- 
ingly more valuable. 


After 26 years of dedicated and effective service, James A. Wakefield 
resigned during the year as Superintendent of Streets, Town Engineer, 
Tree Warden and Moth Superintendent. After careful study, the Board 
developed a program for reorganization of the Highway and Engineering 
Departments in the face of expanded duties in each area. Mr. Howard 
F. Ambrose was appointed Town Engineer, and Mr. Robert G. O’Brien, 
Superintendent of Streets, Tree Warden and Moth Superintendent. Fur- 
ther information is contained in the departmental reports. 


Also in 1967, after more than 20 years of dedicated service, Vincent 
P. Clarke resigned as Town Counsel. During his term of office, the duties 
of the position had become increasingly complex and demanding. Fortu- 
nately, the Town was able to obtain the services of Leonard G. Mullen 
as successor to Mr. Clarke. 


The continuing program of refurbishing and modernizing the Town 
Hall was concentrated in 1967 in the auditorium. In 1968, the Selectmen 
will propose further improvements in the heating system which has proven 
inadequate with the additions of new radiation. Also, the exterior trim 
of the building should be gone over and painted. 


During the year, the Selectmen received a report from the committee 
appointed to study the Police Department operations and facilities. For 
a number of years, the Winchester Police Station has been rated by the 
Commonwealth as unsatisfactory for the detention of juveniles. This 
fact has repeatedly appeared in the annual reports of the Chief of Police. 
In 1967, “conditional approval” was withdrawn. The Board proposes to 
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submit for the Town Meeting’s consideration an Article calling for an 
addition to the existing Police Station which would bring the building 
up to present standards. The Board feels that this action is overdue 
on the part of the Town. 


In their 1967 Report, the Board of Selectmen expressed the feeling 
that the affairs of the Town, through the years, had increased in com- 
plexity to the point that the Town’s interests called for the establishment 
of a full-time Executive Secretary to the Board. Such a position was 
established, and the Board has been searching for what it considers to be 
a properly qualified person. It appears that there is strong competition 
among municipalities in this field, but it is also the Board’s feeling that 
the recommendations of last year are still valid with respect to the need 
for this position. 


In conclusion, your 1967 Board of Selectmen join their predecessors 
in sincerely expressing their appreciation for the cooperation and devotion 
to the Town’s interests extended by all with whom we have worked during 
the year.

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REPORT OF THE DOG OFFICER 


I have held my position for 7% months and I have drawn a few 
basic conclusions. I do not endorse a full Leash Law but I do find the 
present Dog Control Law adequate for the Town of Winchester. The 
majority of dogs in Winchester are well trained and cared for. The 
Control Law is working out well. 


In 1967 the Town Clerk issued 1703 license tags. 96 dog bites were 
reported. 16 stray dogs were impounded all of which were placed in new 
homes. 329 dogs were reported lost or missing and 296 complaints were 
investigated in the 7% months. In this period I travelled 1060 miles on 
official business.

REPORT OF WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the annual report of the Workmen’s Compen- 
sation Department for the year ending December 31, 1967. 


Twenty-six (26) employees of various departments received compen- 
sation payments as well as medical and hospital services during 1967. 
Compensation payments for this group amounted to $13,460.31. Medical 
costs amounted to $2,515.64 and hospital services $5,352.60. 


Forty-four employees sustained injuries which required medical and 
hospital services but no loss of work. Medical costs for this group 
amounted to $1,197.07 and hospital services amounted to $322.29, 


The Massachusetts Legislature enacted into law Chapter 482 of the 
Acts of 1967. Chapter 482 provides for an increase in weekly compensation 
payments from $58.00 weekly to $62.00 weekly effective November 12, 1967. 
Chapter 482 is further amended so that the weekly rate of compensation 
shall be increased from $62.00 weekly to $65.00 weekly effective October 
13, 1968. The Industrial Accident Board further increased the per diem 
payments for hospital care from $47.48 per day to $56.02 effective October 
1, 1967. 


Two hundred and thirty-one applications for employment with the 
various Town Departments were processed in 1967 and the employment 
applications and medical approvals are on file in this office. 

The Compensation Agent wishes to express his deep appreciation to 


Doctor Hugh F. McCarthy and to all of the Town Departments for their 
cooperation.

This is the occasion of my first report to you as Town Counsel. 
My first year in office has been one of adjustment and getting acquainted 
with the reutine of the office. 


The duties of Town Counsel are many and varied. Numerous re- 
quests are received for advice and counsel. Formal legal opinions as 
well as informal opinions are given to various boards, committees, com- 
missions and officers. Easements, contracts, deeds, releases and other 
documents must be examined or prepared. Sidewalk orders, street layouts, 
sewer construction takings or agreements, betterment assessments and tax 
takings are all examined and recorded at the registry of deeds. Claims 
against and for the Town are investigated and appropriate action taken. 
Considerable time and effort are involved with special and annual Town 
Meetings. It appears that Town Meeting preparation and planning is 
becoming more complex each year. 


Legal actions against the Town have been defended in the District 
Court, Superior Court and Supreme Judicial Court. Many cases have been 
heard and disposed of before the Appellate Tax Board. It is anticipated 
that next year will be extremely busy with the revaluation cases that will 
undoubtedly be heard before the Appellate T'iaax Board. 


I have participated in many conferences with boards, commissions, 
committees and department heads and I am impressed with the dedication 
and competence of Town Officers and employees and with those many 
persons who volunteer their time and services on the various boards, 
committees and commissions. 

Every effort is made to protect the legal interests of the Town and 


to give advice and assistance as requested by the boards, committees, 
commissions and officers of the Town.

REPORT OF DEPARTMENT OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


This annual report has been prepared with a view to furnishing a 
comprehensive account of the important operations of the Veterans’ 
Services program and relevant informational data. 


Very substantial changes, both legislative and administrative, have 
occurred during the current year, as follows: 


(a) Public Law 90-77, effective October 1, 1967. This legislation 
defines “Vietnam era” as the period beginning August 5, 1964 and 
ending on such date as is later determined by the President or Congress. 
It recognizes this period as “a period of war’ for the purpose of estab- 
lishing entitlement to V.A. benefits. Active service during that period 
qualifies basically for a range of V.A. benefits comparable to those 
previously established for WW I & II and Korean conflict service. 
These include, among others, wartime compensation rates; disability 
and death pension; burial allowance; aid and attendance for widow 
pensioners; increased educational allowances and extension of loan 
guaranty eligibility for WW II veterans. 


(b) Chapter 437—Acts of 1967. An Act redefining “Vietnam vet- 
eran.” Effective October 12, 1967.. More than 180 days of active service 
required to qualify. for. veteran .benefits. _. 


(c) Chapter 510—Acts of 1967. WW I veteran redefined. “Has 
performed active service” instead of “ninety Gaye active service.” (ap- 
proved August 3, 1967) 


(d) » Liberalized fuel allowance, effective January 1, 1967, and 
liberalized general budget allowances, effective June 1, 1967. 


(e) Other increased allowances, including nursing home rates and 
group reclassification (retroactive to January 1, 1967); hospital rates; 
and doctors’ fees (July 1, 1967) and fees of visting nurses (November 
1, 1967). 


The foregoing does not include additional and increased allowances in 
varied other areas all of which represent potential expense items in 
given cases. 
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It is anticipated that expenditures for ‘Veterans’ Benefits Assistance” 
this year will be substantially less than in 1966 although the program 
activity has been greater and more diversified. Reference in this respect 
the operational, administrative and disbursement data hereinafter shown. 


Servicing of this program has been virtually on a daily “on Call” basis. 
Prompt action has been taken on all requests and “at home” service 
furnished in certain appropriate cases. The work week has averaged 
about 15 hours whereas the officially established work week is 12 hours. 
A request will be made to increase the work week from 12 hours to 16 
hours, thereby to permit of more personal contact in the development of 
individual cases as well as to make arrangements to service requests aris- 
ing from an expanding program, especially arising from PL 90-77, effective 
October 1, 1967. 


Payments to the Town by the Commonwealth have been accelerated 
and updated to include February 1967 Town disbursements as of the date 
of this Report. oe : 

The Town, with the approval of the Board of Selectmen, has become 
a participant in a Special Medex Plan designed to reduce the liability of 
the Town for medical, hospital and other expenses of certain beneficiaries 
aged 65 years and over, and to facilitate the administration of health 
benefits. At this time, five beneficiaries are involved. 


The following data, applicable to the January-November period, will 
afford an insight concerning the administrative aspects of the program: 
Telephone calls made and received 435; veterans’ and dependents’ inter- 
views 65; field investigations and other interviews 165; letters and memos 
written 335; and applications and Veterans’ Administration forms prepared 
and filed 30. 75 cases were serviced for varied requirements. 


It is estimated that expenditures for the year will approximate $20,500, 
allocated as follows:

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REPORT OF THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 


I respectfully submit the following annual report of Highway Depart- 
ment activities: 


NEW CONSTRUCTION 


Streets: 

Construction of Trinity Road, accepted by the Town in 1965, was 
completed. 

Hutchinson Road, from Trinity Road to the Arlington Town Line, 
was reconstructed with bituminous concrete under Chapter 782 of 1962. 

A Contract for resurfacing Bacon Street under the Chapter 90 pro- 
gram was awarded to the low bidder, Belli Brothers Company Inc. The 
work is to be performed and completed in 1968. 


Surface Drainage: 

As part of the reconstruction of Hutchinson Road, three hundred 
fourteen feet of concrete pipe, four manholes and four catch basins were 
constructed. 


Special Projects: 

The Skillings Road parking lot was extended northerly and required 
fourteen hundred eighty-five square yards of bituminous concrete paving 
which was installed by Warren Brothers Roads Company. Sub surface 
work was performed by the Department. 

In conjunction with the Park Department, highway equipment was 
furnished for the project to enlarge the Palmer Street tennis court area. 


Sidewalk and Curb: 

Three hundred ninety-four square yards of concrete sidewalk, twelve 
hundred sixty feet of granite curb and thirteen hundred twenty-five feet 
of paving stone curb were installed during the year. 

In addition, eighteen hundred seventy-eight square yards of bituminous 
concrete sidewalk and nineteen hundred fifty-eight feet of bituminous 
concrete curb were constructed. Sidewalk and curbing on Hutchinson Road 
and sidewalk on the northerly side of Johnson Road, from Ridge Street to 
Berkshire Drive are included in this summary. 


MAINTENANCE 


Streets: 


During the year the following streets were resurfaced by Warren 
Brothers Roads Company:

Ash Street, Bridge Street, Elm Street, Euclid Avenue, Everell Road, 
Fells Road, Felsdale Close, Hill Street, Kendall Street, Lagrange Street, 
Oxford Street, Park Road, Pickering Street, White Street and Wildwood 
Street (Woodside Road to Cambridge Street). 

Many streets were patched by the Department in connection with 
numerous openings made by the Water and Sewer Department. Openings 
made by private utilities were patched by private contractors. All patches 
were under patched with Portland concrete cement in accordance with 
specifications of the Department. 


Sidewalks: 


Approximately eleven hundred square yards of concrete sidewalk 
replaced. 


Street Signs and Markings: 

Six hundred fifty traffic and street signs were erected new or as re- 
placements during the year. Green scotchlite street signs were used for 
the second year. 

Approximately thirty-two miles of traffic lines were painted or placed 
on streets and parking lots. 

Many parking meter posts were repaired and replaced. 


NEW EQUIPMENT 
A new Dodge Pick-Up Truck was purchased to replace a 1961 model. 


SANITATION 


A Contract for town collected and delivered garbage was awarded to 
Bror Y. Berg for $3,500.00 for the period August 1, 1967 through July 31, 
1968. 

Collections were made each fourth working day at dwellings and daily 
at grocery stores and restaurants. 

A new International truck with garbage body was purchased to replace 
a 1961 model. 

A new Ford 2-Ton dump truck was purchased to replace a 1959 model. 

A new Ford chassis with cab was purchased to replace a 1965 garbage 
truck chassis and cab destroyed by fire. 

The six year old incinerator, while showing increased maintenance 
costs, continued to effectively dispose of the Town’s trash. 

-A new chain link fence was installed on the easterly property line 
of the incinerator site by the American Chain Link Fence Company. 

Evergreens and shrubs were planted by Alexander Heimilich, Horti- 
culturist, in order to provide effective screening and landscaping for the 
incinerator site. 
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SNOW AND ICE 


Nine storms required plowing, seven necessitated removal work and 
a total of twenty-two storms involved salting and sanding operations. 
Approximate expenditures for Snow and Ice for 1967 were as follows:

During the Spring and Fall of 1967, 73 trees were planted as public 
shade trees. There were 43 Pin Oaks, 22 Locusts and 8 Lindens pur- 
chased and planted. 

The loss of Maples continued to be of great concern to the Depart- 
ment. 101 Maples were lost primarily through disease. A continuing 
study is being made to ascertain the loss of Maples throughout the 
Commonwealth. 

From 98 Elms tested, 28 were found to be afflicted with Dutch Elm 

Spraying service was furnished to property owners as requested. This 
program was provided by Pelrine Tree and Landscape Service, Inc., the 
low bidder. Charges in the amount of $2,732.15 were committed to the 
Town Collector. The department continued to care for trees along public 
ways. 

During the winter months, the department furnished men and equip- 
ment for snow and ice removal.

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REPORT OF THE ENGINEERING DEPARTMENT

Gentlemen: 

I respectfully submit the annual report of the Engineering Department 
for 1967. The activities of the department are summarized under the 
following headings: 


Board of Assessors 

Assessors’ plans were revised to show annual changes in land owner- 
ship, new lots, new buildings and other information pertinent to assess- 
ments. 

The set of composite Assessors’ plans was brought up to date under 
the supervision of the Engineering Department. 

One and five year indexings of Assessors’ abstracts were completed. 

Information pertinent to the revaluation of the Town was furnished 
when requested. 


Board of Selectmen 

New sidewalk, curbing and street orders for recording in the Middlesex 
Registry of Deeds were prepared throughout the year. 

Information pertinent to Chapter 90 construction was prepared as 
needed. 

The Medford-Winchester Town Line was perambulated this year. 


Building Department 


Surveys for the determination of street lines were made when re- 
quested. 


Cemetery Department 

Plans showing lotting, restricted areas, etc. and corresponding surveys 
were made. 

The annual locations and plans of all interments were made for 
record purposes. 

The cemetery master plan was brought up to date. 
Collector of Taxes 

Descriptions of land, title references and other data necessary in the 
preparation of certificates of dissolvement of tax liens were furnished 
to the Collector of Taxes; and information pertinent to lien certificates 
was provided as requested. 

Descriptions of land to be advertised for non-payment of taxes were 
prepared as requested. 


Conservation Commission 

A Boundary survey was made and a plan prepared for recording in 
the Registry of Deeds, of the Ericson property on Johnson Road, the’ 
“taking” of which was voted by the March Town Meeting. 
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Various slides of areas under study for acquisition were prepared for 
display at the annual Town Meeting. 

A large scale plan of the Aberjona River, showing drainage and 
sewerage, Town owned land, State owned land and private properties 
from the Woburn City Line to the Medford City Line was prepared for 
the Aberjona Water Shed Committee. 


Highway Department 


The construction program for curbing and granolithic sidewalks re- 
quired considerable engineering services this year. 

Surveys were made and estimates of the cost of construction of Olive 
Street, Kirk Street, Highland View Avenue, George Road, Charles Road, 
and Bradford Road were prepared, for the public hearing on the laying 
out and acceptance of these ways. 

Estimates, costs and assessments of streets, sidewalks and various 
highway projects were submitted to the Board of Selectmen. 

Lines for street markings and parking lots were furnished as required. 

Engineering services were furnished for the resurfacing of fifteen 
streets. Estimates for the 1968 resurfacing program were completed. 

Plans and estimates for the 1968 program are being prepared. 

Engineering services were furnished by the Department for completion 
of the construction of Hutchinson Road and Trinity Road. 

A composite plan of the Town surface drainage system was brought 
up to date. 

A survey was made and plans and specifications were prepared for the 
installation of traffic lights at the intersection of Washington Street, 
Swanton Street and Park Avenue. 

Sidewalk and curbing requests were acknowledged and tabulated for 
the 1968 construction program. 

Engineering services were provided for the widening alteration at 
the southerly corner of Main Street and Swanton Street. 


Park Department 


Seasonal layouts for baseball, football, swimming, soccer, etc. were 
made as requested. 

Surveys to establish Park land boundaries were made when requested. 

Plans, specifications and engineering services were prepared for the 
construction of four clay tennis courts at Palmer Beach. 

Plans and specifications were furnished for landscaping the Alfred 
Dykes Elliott Park. Detail plans of a pumping station and underground 
water sprinkler system were also prepared as a part of this project. 

A plan for recording in the Registry of Deeds of the Mason Property 
off Cross Street was prepared. 


Planning Board 
Information related to engineering requirements under the subdivision 
control law was furnished frequently to private engineers and developers. 
Estimates of subdivision construction costs to be used in establishing 
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the amount of performance bonds or other surety were reviewed when 
The Zoning Map of the Town was brought up to date. 
Summaries of building and land valuations of properties within areas 
being considered for secondary school sites were prepared. 
The study of proposed school sites required considerable information, 
including plans and statistics provided by the Engineering Department. 
Town Meeting slides were prepared when requested. 


Sanitation Department 

Plans specifications and engineering services were provided for the 
installation of a chain link fence at the Incinerator. 

Plans and specifications were also provided for the landscape screening 
project at the Incinerator. 

Engineering services were provided for the resurfacing of the Incin- 
erator roadway and for the alterations of the conveyor belt. 


School Department 


Surveys to establish school land boundaries were made when requested. 
Estimates of costs of school site improvements were also prepared 
upon request. 


Water and Sewer Department 


Sewer assessment estimates of South Border Road were prepared. 

Water and sewer main locations and plans showing various installa- 
tions are being made. 

The master sewer plan of the Town was brought up to date. 

Engineering information necessary in estimating costs of all water 
and sewer building connections were furnished to the Water and Sewer 
Department. 

Field engineering services necessary in determining suitable eleva- 
tions of proposed sewer connections to buildings were furnished when 
notified by the Water and Sewer Department. 


Miscellaneous 


During the year various surveys were made and miscellaneous services 
provided for other departments and Town officers. 

Considerable time was spent in preparing plans of various proposed 
projects, for presentation at the annual Town Meeting. 

Engineering information was furnished to the general public, lawyers, 
engineers, public service companies and others. 

Reorganization of the Department, occasioned by the separation of 
duties of the Town Engineer and Superintendent of Streets, formerly under 
one head, with resultant appointment of a Town Engineer, has worked 
out very satisfactorily and to the best interests of the Town.

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Personnel 


The department at present consists of the Chief of Police, three 
lieutenants, a Sergeant-Investigator, four line Sergeants, a Juvenile Offi- 
cer, and twenty-nine patrolmen, including an Identification Officer. Of 
the twenty-nine patrolmen, Officer Joseph Crowe is in the Military Service. 
We also employ two full-time clerks and a part time janitor. 


A new patrolman is needed to replace one promoted to Sergeant in 
1967. We are in need of a Safety Officer and of a second Identification 
Officer for fingerprinting and photography. During the summer four or 
five special police officers are employed to replace officers on vacation, but 
at present only one is working. 


Obtaining the services of personnel suited for police work is a difficult 
problem. Under present conditions police service does not interest many 
young men. There is much talk about improving police personnel in order 
_to better handle the difficult problems such as race relations, demonstra- 
tions and riots, drug abuse, and juvenile delinquency, which face the 
modern police department, but little is actually being done financially, 
The situation will prevail until something significant is done to increase 
police salaries. 


We are the only police department in this district without a Safety 
Officer. One is needed to thoroughly investigate accidents and direct a 
traffic safety program. Much could be done by a Safety Officer in the line 
of school traffic and pedestrian safety. The duties of the Identification 
Officer have increased due to a greater demand for photographs and 
fingerprinting. A second Identification Officer is needed to handle the 
work load and also to be available at all hours of the day and night. 
We need an officer to assist the night Lieutenant on desk duty, maintain 
the lockup, and operate the ambulance. 


In 1967 a one-man patrol car system was inaugurated. A few foot 
routes were discontinued, and four patrol cars began patrolling the town 
instead of two. This has resulted in more rapid response to emergency 
calls, and more concentrated coverage of patrol areas. The individual 
Officer’s efficiency has increased. Over a six-month period, the system 
has been successful, and is continuing. 


Juvenile Problem 


Officer Richard W. Beaton is performing efficient work as Juvenile 
Officer. The creation of this position seven years ago made it possible to 
deal efectively with a difficult and widespread problem. The main prob- 
lems are vandalism, drinking, and exposure to the dangers of harmful 
or narcotic drugs. The police department in co-operation with the churches, 
the schools, and the medical profession has publicized the problems this 
past year in order to alert parents and others. Much of the blame rests 
on the parents who allow their children to go unsupervised in dangerous 
environments. 
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School Traffic Control 


Twenty-five school crossings throughout the town are covered by men 
and women school traffic officers, who continue to perform efficiently in 
their difficult task. Several posts are covered by regular officers, and 
regular officers as well as two spare school traffic officers are used to 
replace absentees. I would recommend that an additional school traffic 
officer be appointed to cover the post at Woodside and Ardley Roads. 


Auxiliary Police Force 


This volunteer organization consists of a Chief, a Deputy Chief, a 
Captain, three Sergeants and 15 patrolmen. The Auxiliary Police maintain 
their headquarters and target range at “Station Two” on Park Street. 
Chief Frederic W. Wier and his officers deserve great credit for their 
unpaid performance of civic duties in assisting the regular police in hand- 
ling church traffic, holiday safety drives, Halloween patrol, the Woburn 
football game, and other emergencies. 


Motor Vehicle Equipment 


The motor vehicle equipment consists of one 1966 Chrysler Sedan used 
by the Chief; one 1967 Ford Sedan used by the Juvenile Officer and the 
Sergeants; two 1967 Ford Sedans used for patrol; two 1967 Ford Station 
Wagons used for patrol; and a 1962 Cadillac Ambulance. The four patrol 
cars are due for replacement this year, since they are on twenty-four hour 
duty the year around. 


Traffic and Safety 


A selective enforcement program has been in progress during the past 
year. This has resulted in maintaining a reduction of serious motor vehicle 
accidents. Over 600 violators of the motor vehicle laws and rules have 
been taken to court. Many have been reported to the Registry of Motor 
Vehicles for suspension of licenses. Safety talks have been delivered in 
schools and before various groups. The radar apparatus has been used 
wherever possible. 


Traffic signal lights were installed at the intersection of Washington 
Street and Swanton Street upon my recommendation first made in 1963. 
Regulations of the State Department of Public Works will not permit a 
pedestrian walk period at this location until the Town adopts a pedestrian 
law, which I recommend be done at the 1968 Town Meeting. 


There is a need to co-ordinate our traffic safety program by appointing 
a Safety Officer to make traffic surveys, inspects signs and signals, keep 
rules and regulations up to date, maintain permits for signs and signals, 
process dealing with the State, keep records on accidents and motor vehicle 
violations, investigate complaints, enforce traffic laws and rules, and 
expand a safety education program. 
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In 1965 new parking meters were installed in the Center, replacing the 
original meters installed in 1955. The cost of maintenance is. still very low. 


Communications 


The radio equipment is in good condition except for the base trans- 
mitter, which has become very exepensive to maintain, and should be re- 
placed. Four walkie-talkies purchased in 1966 and 1967 are used around 
the clock by foot patrolmen. This results in increased efficiency by all 
patrolmen, and instant availability in emergencies. 

The department has 22 call boxes in regular use, all maintained by 
the Telephone Company. The department is a member of the National 
Law Enforcement Teletype System. We are also connected to the Police 
Radio Intercity Hookup for fast communications in case of bank holdups 
and the like. And we maintain our own independent radio transmitter. 


Police Building 


The police building after over 50 years of use is cramped for space. 
An addition over the present police garage, and cellblock, and alterations 
to the second floor are planned. The space is required for juvenile deten- 
tion quarters and other purposes. As I repeatedly warned would happen, 
the State Division of Youth Service withdrew approval of our facilities 
this year, and we are obliged to detain juveniles out of town at great 
inconvenience to parents and every one else concerned. 


Service 


I wish to extend my sincere thanks to the members of the Board of 
Selectmen for their interest, co-operation and assistance in all matters 
pertaining to the police department, and to the members of the Finance 
Committee for their aid in resolving budgetary problems. The department 
receives excellent co-operation from so many Town Departments, Com- 
mittees and officials that I do not have the space to mention them, but I 
certainly do appreciate their assistance. One committee, however, cannot 
escape mention and that is the Police Study Committee, which recom- 
mended among other things the One-Man Patrol Car system. 


Also, I wish to thank Judge Francis Cullen and other personnel of 
the Woburn District Court for the courtesies shown me and my officers 
during the past year. 

In conclusion, my personal thanks to the Lieutenants, Sergeants, and 
all the members of the Police Department, including the girls in the 
office, for the loyal and’ efficient manner in which they have discharged 
their duties.

Personnel 


The Department consists of the Chief, four Captains, four Lieutenants, 
two Fire Alarm men, one Mechanic, one Female Clerk, thirty-one Fire 
Fighters and five Call Men. 

During the past year, Private Robert M. Walsh resigned to accept 
a more lucrative position. John M. McDonough has been appointed, pro- 
visional, pending the establishment of a Civil Service list. 


Apparatus 


All apparatus has been tested and found to be in good condition 
except Engine #2, which is being replaced by a triple combination 1000 
G.P.M. pumper. Delivery of the new Engine #2 is expected in February 1968. 

The Rescue Truck has had body work and a new paint job. I have 
an item in my budget this year to replace the motor. 

Some thought should be given towards the purchase of a new ladder 
truck within the next few years. Our present ladder truck was purchased 
in 1948. 


Fire Alarm 


The Fire Alarm circuits have been tested every month. All auxiliary 
stations in Schools and the Town Hall have been tested. 

Nine old Fire Alarm boxes were replaced with new Three-Fold boxes 
to make them compatible with our new Fire Alarm system. There are 
still six of the old type boxes in service. I intend to replace these next 
year.

750 feet of 5 conductor color coded underground cable was installed on 
Washington St. to Mystic Valley Parkway to replace old lead covered 
cable that was giving us trouble. 

Installed 750 feet of 5 conductor color coded underground cable on 
Main St. from Highland Ave. to Town Way. Eventually we will extend 
this underground cable to Medford to tie in for Mutual Aid. 

Installed 3,300 feet of rur-a-line and 3,200 feet of #10 iron wire. ' 

The Fire Alarm men put in 1318 hours of on duty time plus 63% 
hours of call back time for emergency work. 
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Building 


Both the Fire Station and the Police Station have been painted on 
the outside. I recommend the old brick walk leading to the Fire Station 
and the Police Station be replaced this year. 


West Side Hill Station 


At the risk of sounding like a broken record, once again I urge the 
Town to construct a Fire Station on the West Side Hill in order to give 
the people in this area better protection. 


Training 


The following Officers were sent to the Central Massachusetts Fire 
Training Academy in Framingham, Mass. Captain Michael M. Connolly, 
Captain David N. Dalton, Captain Ernest A. Howard, Lieutenant Joseph 
E. Shea, Lieutenant Bernard F. Stygles, and Lieutenant Francis B. Welch. 
These men took a three week Officers Refresher Course. Certificates 
were awarded by the Massachusetts Department of Education. 

The number of hours spent for training this year has been 82 in the 
class room, and 118 on the training grounds making a total of 200 hours. 

The films that were shown in our class room were “Combat”, “Pulse 
of Life” and “I Run too Often”. 


Fire Prevention 


The Winchester Hospital and Home for Aged have been inspected 
every three months as required by law. 

Fire drills in both public and private schools were held four times 
a year as required by law. 

During Fire Prevention Week demonstrations of fire apparatus were 
given at all elementary schools. A home inspection program was con- 
ducted by sixth grade students. 

Lt. Joseph M. Connolly attended a ten week course on oil burners, 
conducted by the Oil Heat Institute and also attended a New England 
Fire Marshal’s seminar.

Invalid Stickers 


At present there are forty-two invalid stickers in homes and in force. 
During the year eight new stickers were added and eleven were removed 
due to death, moving, etc. 


Auxiliary Fire Department 


The Auxiliary Fire Department consists of one Captain, one newly 
appointed Lieutenant (T. Joslin) and fourteen members. 


This year completes a three year program consisting of the following: 
completing the station, building the lighting truck, restoring Black Horse 
Hose No. 2 and replacing Engine #6. The Auxiliary was able to complete 
this program only with the assistance of the EN-KA Society, the Rotary, 
the Town of Winchester & Mr. Frank Van Ummersen of Herrick St. 


Engine #6 responded to nine brush fires, 3 still alarms and twelve 
special details. The Lighting Truck responded to five working fires, five 
multiple Alarms, two of which were out of town and twenty-four special 
details. This year the lighting truck went on automatic mutual aid with 
Woburn. | 


The members of the Auxiliary spent 6,900 man hours working on the 
station and the apparatus and stand-by at the station. 


Once again I wish to acknowledge the cooperation of the permanent 
Fire Fighters, Officers, Call Men and Auxiliary Fire Department. Also the 
cooperation of all town departments.

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Report of the 
Methods and Procedures Committee 


The principal activities of the Methods and Procedures Committee 
during 1967 were concentrated on bringing to fruition a major study aimed 
at determining the best method of processing the Town’s informational 
needs. The information needs referred to have been classified into three 
broad categories, namely: (1) routine accounting and financial information; 
(2) information needed to effectively manage the various operational de- 
partments and offices; and (3) information required by the governing 
bodies of Winchester in performing their decision-making and planning 
and control responsibilities. 


The following list sets forth several major reasons why it is important 
that a more modern and effective information processing system be 
adopted by the Town: 


1. The present information processing system is strained to near 
capacity, even with the presently limited information demands. 


2. Much of the Town’s present accounting equipment is reaching 
retirement age and will need to be replaced. 


3. The cost of the labor required to process the present informa- 
tion with the existing system will continue to increase at a 
burdensome rate. 


4. There has been, and there no doubt will continue to be, 
‘increasing demands for Town services and for governmental 
requests for reports and special information. 


5. There are needs for numerous kinds of timely information that 
are not now being filled which, if they were, could materially 
improve the decision-making process and the day-to-day man- 
agement of the affairs of the Town. 


The Methods and Procedures Committee came to the conclusion during 
1967 that it would be in the Town’s best interest to move toward the 
implementation of a small, automated data processing system to replace 
the present manual-mechanical system. This conclusion was reached with 
the two principal objectives of the study in mind, namely: (1) to select 
the system that would prove to be the most economical in the long run 
for the Town, and (2) to select that system which would provide the 
capacity and flexibility to accommodate the full-range of its present and 
future information needs. The systems of several major computer manu- 
facturers have been studied in the process of determining the one best 
suited to the Town’s needs. 


During the second half of the year the Committee began a series of 
meetings with the major Boards, Committees, and Departments of Win- 
chester to review the Methods and Procedures Committee’s tentative find- 
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ings and conclusions derived from this study. We were extremely pleased 
with the cooperation and support given to us by the many individuals 
and groups with whom we met. Many pertinent questions were asked 
and many helpful suggestions given to better insure that all significant 
facets of the subject were thoroughly and objectively covered. We are 
deeply appreciative of this fine spirit of cooperation with what has proven 
to be a most ambitious undertaking. We would like to extend a special 
word of thanks to Mr. James Costello, Town Comptroller, for his dedica- 
tion and help “beyond the call of duty.” 


A formal, detailed report of our findings and recommendations is in 
the process of being prepared. In conclusion, we wish to state that our 
intentions and continuing aim has been to arrive at recommended im- 
provements that will be in the mutual best interest of the entire citizenry 
of our fine community.

Report of Insurance Committee 


The Insurance Committee, established by vote of the town in 1927, 
experienced a busy year. 


Valuation of town property for fire insurance purposes was brought 
up to date in January, to a total of $11,078,465 replacement coverage in- 
cluding a $1000. deductible feature on losses of less than $3000.; coverage 
was placed on three dwellings acquired by the town; the motor vehicle 
fleet and student accident policies were renewed; and various aspects of 
the town’s liability and vandalism coverage reviewed. 

Losses arising out of various incidents were adjusted. 

Extension of public liability and property damage coverage to vehicles 
under the jurisdiction of the Police and Fire Departments was considered. 
In the light of good self-insurance experience, a decision was made to 
continue the present method of self-insuring this type of loss. 

In connection with motor vehicle fleet coverage, the Committee recom- 
mended to the Board of Selectmen that an accident control program be 
established. | 

The Committee is conscious of its responsibility to maintain adequate 
insurance coverage within the limits of available appropriations. In the 
coming year, its efforts will continue on this basis.

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Report of the Conservation Commission 


The Winchester Conservation Commission herewith submits its annual 
report for the year 1967. 

The principal concern of the Conservation Commission during the 
past year has been the development of plans for a system of greenbelts 
and open spaces, as an essential part of the Commission’s program for the 
promotion, development and preservation of the natural resources of 
Winchester. 


At the request of the Commission and with no cost to the town, a 
Natural Resources Inventory has been made by the U.S.D.A. Soil Con- 
servation Service to determine the potential of areas within the town 
for various conservation and recreation uses, 

As a result of continuing researches into open areas and their uses, 
the Commission has adopted a greenbelt plan designed to protect various 
wetlands, provide a wildlife refuge, and make available areas to be used 
for a variety of forms of recreation and education. This greenbelt, 
reaching from the Lexington border to the Woburn border, encompasses 
Smith Pond, the feeder stream for Smith Pond, a part of the Indian Hill 
(Turkey Ridge) area and the entire length of Sucker Brook. The parcel 
of land between Johnson Road and Smith Pond purchased in accordance 
with the vote of the 1967 Annual Town Meeting is included in this plan. 
To implement the greenbelt plan, a series of warrant articles to be pre- 
sented at the 1968 Annual Town Meeting have been prepared, asking 
for the acquisition of lands comprising a portion of the greenbelt. 

The Committee has applied for and continues to seek, federal and 
state assistance for land acquisitions. 


A sub-committee for the management and utilization of the Smith 
Pond area has planned and overseen the repair of the dam which controls 
the pond, the beginning of a program to reduce encroachment of the 
pond by weeds, clearing of a trail system and cleaning of the area. The 
Committee wishes to take this opportunity to thank the Boy Scouts and 
Girl Scouts who have contributed labor to these projects. 

In order to clarify and define the role and policies of the Commission, 
a statement of its functions, aims and program has been prepared and 
adopted. 

Several members and associates of the Commission have participated 
actively in the Aberjona Watershed Committee.

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Report of the 
Winchester Historical Commission 


The Winchester Historical Commission, authorized under Chapter 40, 
Section 8D General Laws, Commonwealth of Massachusetts, was established 
at the March, 1967 Town Meeting. Appointment of the seven members 
of the Commission was completed in mid-summer and its meetings have 
been concerned with organization and instruction in planning and pro- 
cedure by the Massachusetts Historical Commission. 


Its functions and objectives are (1) to extend to the local level the 
National program of historical and cultural preservation, (2) to assist 
the State Commission with its survey of historical and architectural assets 
in the Commonwealth, and (3) to assist and augment the efforts of other 
local groups in conservation and improvement of the natural environment. 


A visual survey of the Town was first conducted using criteria outlined 
in the Federal program of community improvement. An assessment of the 
findings indicated the following: 

Winchester still retains an aura, and some remnants, of its history and 
much of its original natural beauty. These, plus its proximity to other 
historic communities, suggest a pattern of architectural and landscape de- 
sign which if employed to some extent in future planning and develop- 
ment would be compatible with the over-all concept of restoration of the 
Colonial atmosphere being carried out in this immediate area of the State. 
This is envisioned especially in the business districts, the center, to the 
north along Main Street and other main routes through the town. 


These conclusions do not imply an intent on the part of the Com- 
mission to impose expensive or extreme ideas, or to attempt to set 
standards of taste, but to more clearly define the features of the Town 
and its functions and to suggest the possibility of combining both in 
harmonious, complimentary ways by preserving and improving the old 
while invigorating the new. 


It would be impractical, also, to contemplate a plan for restoration of 
the historic and aesthetic character of Winchester without considering its 
influence on preserving and strengthening the economy of the town as a 
whole, and it seems logical to conclude that a pleasant, interesting environ- 
ment in which to live, shop and work would result in attracting visitors 
who are potential consumers. The scope of “historic preservation” is broad 
and its possibilities unlimited. 


In addition to this visual survey, a detailed inventory of the Town’s 
historic assets has been started. To date more than 60 sites and structures 
have been reported. These are now being researched and evaluated, with 
the help of the Historical Society. 


The Commission has also met with Mr. David Turnquist of the Con. 
servation Commission to discuss a cooperative effort in furthering the

concept of a greenbelt area, many portions of which have historic signifi- 
cance as well as aesthetic and recreational value. 


The proposed acquisition of the Ahrens Fox fire engine by the auxiliary 
fire department was brought to the attention of the Commission in 
November. It was felt that this piece of antique equipment should remain 
in the possession of the town for its educational and historic value, but 
as no money was available to purchase it a private fund raising was 
begun by the department. The Commission contacted the Mack Co. 
and obtained an extension of the purchase option beyond the December 
deadline and arranged for a Boston television station to film a feature 
on the engine which was shown on a news broadcast. As a result the 
necessary amount was raised plus a substantial sum toward restoration 
of the engine, which will be added to the auxiliary department’s collection 
of fire apparatus. 


The Commission has been consulted also in other matters including 
plans for restoration of two 18th century structures, colonial landscaping, 
placement of historic site markers and building plaques. It has had repre- 
sentation at civic meetings. 


Realizing the Town’s financial situation the Commission asked no 
appropriation for expenses for the year nor will any be asked for the 
coming year. The cooperation and the time and effort given by many 
volunteers has been extremely helpful and most appreciated.

Report of the Town Forest Committee 


Board of Selectmen 
Town Hall 
Winchester, Massachusetts 


Gentlemen: 


The Forest (Clara G. Brooks Woods) was less severely damaged by 
some of the hard storms of the year than by several fires, one of which, 
deliberately or carelessly set (as indeed they all appear to have been) 
destroyed a fine stand of young pines planted some years ago. A certain 
amount of other vandalism plagued the area during the year, its most 
serious instance being the chopping down of, and leaving where they fell, 
four maples six to eight inches in diameter. We shall defer the planting 
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of young evergreen or other species until the vandalism problem is better 
in hand. 


On the bright side was the work of a Winchester Boy Scout troop. 
Proceeding steadily up the north and northwest slopes to the top of 
the highest rise in the Forest, this group, as a volunteer community 
project on three successive weekends in late November and early December, 
cut and piled brush and weed trees for later chipping and burning. This 
area, over half an acre in extent, thus has been tremendously improved, 
and is now to be known as Hill 506, the number of the Troop concerned. 
We have expressed to the Troop, and want to record here, our thanks 
for this worthwhile endeavor. 


Tree surgery on a number of large oaks and hickories was continued, 
and this program is expected to go forward in 1968. The magnificent 
oaks, hickories, hemlocks and other species are among the largest and 
finest in this region, and the Committee is endeavoring in every way 
consistent with funds available to insure the preservation of these mature 
and growing trees. 


With the assistance of the Health and Highway Departments, the 
Committee strives to keep the area free of miscellaneous debris left here 
and there by picnickers and others. 


We appreciate the opportunity to have briefed Winchester Girl Scout 
leaders on the Forest and its history, as well as on the use they might 
make of it. 


We regret that the chairman of the Committee since its inception 
in 1941, Edward A. McKenzie, has been obliged by ill health to retire 
from Town service and from the Committee. He served the Forest well, 
and, of course, maintains his interest in it. At this writing, no successor 
to Mr. McKenzie has been appointed. 


We conclude with, and emphasize, these sentences from our 1961 
Report: “The Committee believes the Forest is proving more valuable 
to Winchester with each passing year. When it was established, its 
importance as a buffer against the encroachments of an expanding city 
area, aS well as its usefulness along health and recreational lines, was 
stressed. If that were the case at the time, how much more so is it now.”

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Report of the Aberjona Watershed 


Committee 


The Aberjona Watershed Committee herewith submits its annual report 
for the year 1967. 


The Aberjona Watershed Committee was established by approval of 
Article 34 of the 1967 Annual Town Meeting Warrant, to investigate mat- 
ters connected with pollution, flood control, health, use, and other aspects 
of the Aberjona River and its watershed. The most critical problem was 
that of odors originating in the river. 


In order to obtain accurate information on the condition of the river, 
the firm of Camp, Dresser, & McKee was hired by the Committee to 
make an engineering investigation of the river, including hydrological and 
sanitary conditions, flood potential, and the effects of diversions from the 
watershed. The details of this investigation are given in the report of 
Camp, Dresser, & McKee to the Committee. 


In addition, information on the river was obtained from various state 
officials, particularly from the Department of Natural Resources and the 
Public Health Department. The Massachusetts Public Health Department 
performed, free of charge, a number of water sample analyses. 


During the summer of 1967, the river was not observed to reach a 
condition which would produce odors, and was not found to be responsible 
for the odor complaints registered during the summer. The principal 
sources of odors found during this summer were produced by the J. O. 
Whitten Co., and, to a lesser extent, by the incinerator and by sewer 
gases. The single exception was an algae bloom in Wedge Pond in the 
early summer. 


The quality of the river water during 1967 was substantially higher 
than during 1966, due to the higher than average rainfall during the year. 
Even so, the river water quality was found to be far below the recom- 
mended level. The principal cause was found to be low flow, aggravated 
by various forms of pollution. 

Heavy pumping, about 16 million gallons per day, from wells adjacent 
to the river is, in part, responsib:e for the low flow in the river. Only a 
fraction of this water is returned to the river. By comparison, the flow 
of the river in drought periods is sometimes as low as 0.18 million gallons 
per day. 

Several sources of chemical, organic, or thermal pollution have been 
identified. The committee is attempting to reduce and eliminate these 
sources. 

In order to prevent the recurrence of nuisance conditions and odors 
in the river, flow augmentation will be required. Since the river lacks 
the necessary reservoir area, the most feasible plan for augmenting flow 
during critical periods is to use wells to pump cold ground water into the 
river. A number of Articles to be presented in the 1968 Annual Town 
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Meeting Warrant are for the purpose of implementing this plan. The 
Committee intends to obtain Federal and/or State funds for this project, 
if possible in conjunction with Woburn and other towns. 

In addition, several sections of the river are in urgent need of reno- 
vation and improvement. The stretch of river in Davidson Park is in a 
particularly critical condition. Stagnant warm water, exposed mud, and 
dying vegetation, combine, during periods of low river flow, to produce 
what is at best a public nuisance. 

The Mill Pond Island, which is now rapidly eroding, is in urgent 
need of repair. 


The Committee has developed plans for action on Davidson Park and 
the Mill Pond Island, to be presented to the 1968 Annual Town Meeting. 


A sub-committee has been established to investigate and to develop 
plans for the preservation of Winter Pond. 


The Committee wishes to take this opportunity to express its thanks 
to Mr. Richard Freeman, for his observations and measurements of the 
river, to Mrs. Heitz, secretary of the Board of Health, for many services to 
the Committee, and, in particular, to Mr. Michael D. Saraco, Director of 
the Board of Health, who has been of great assistance to the Committee 
throughout the past year.

Report of the Recreation Committee 


The Recreation Committee during its first year with a full time Recre- 
ation Director has been able to try a multitude of new recreational ideas, 
dreamed up jointly by the committee and its capable Director Mr. Donald 
Spinney. After careful analysis and testing, some of the more promising 
of these will be expanded into full programs for the various age groups 
in the Town. 

The Committee feels, now that a Director has been hired and indoc- 
trinated, that most of the study aspects of Recreation, which we feel the 
Town had in mind when it authorized our appointment, have been ac- 
complished. We therefore recommend that a permanent Recreation Com- 
mittee now be established of six members each serving for a three year 
term with the terms so staggered that two people will be appointed each 
year. If this can be accomplished with some of the existing Committee 
members starting out as the initial members of the permanent Committee; 
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a continuity of thought and action will be possible. At the same time a 
workable permanent body will be established concentrating on Recreation 
and particularly on Recreation Programs—leaving maintenance and facility 
construction in the hands of the Park Department as has the existing 
committee. Our proposal would mean that new blood and ideas would be 
coming to the Committee every year while at the same time there would 
be continuity of planning and action; and no individual would be called 
upon to work indefinitely on the committee. This we feel will keep interest 
at a high level and with the assistance and ideas of Director Don Spinney 
we will have a strong workable Recreational Program that will be a credit 
to the Town. 


Specifically some of the more promising experiments tried this year 
included the Winter Carnival; a mid-summer ice skating party for the 
children in the Summer Program; and the Summer Evening Band Concerts 
that were even written up in Time Magazine. Don also enlarged the regu- 
lar Summer Daytime programs so that we operated 5 days a week on 4 
playgrounds this year with enthusiastic supervisors and an excellent re- 
sponsive attendance of youngsters. He has also instituted, during the 
school year, afternoon programs at the various Primary schools as well 
as afternoon and Saturday activities such as Basketball, Judo, Riflery, 
Weight Lifting, Woodworking, etc., for the Junior High and Senior High 
age groups. Thinking of adults, Don has been instrumental in the forma- 
tion of a Golden Age group in Winchester and has arranged several trips 
including the very successful Foliage Tour in October; a theatre party to 
see Camelot on November 22nd; and a tour of the Christmas scenes on 
Boston Common followed by the Ice Capades on December 28th. This 
winter, too, activities are scheduled and in operation for adults in the 
school gyms such as the Wednesday Badminton classes and a proposed 
“Pot Belly” athletic night for men. In addition to these scheduled pro- 
grams Don has inserted special events such as an expedition to Pleasure 
Island this past summer for the playground groups and later a similar 
expedition to Longwood Cricket Club Tennis Matches to supplement the 
instructional tennis classes run this year as an adjunct to the regular 
Playground Programs. 


Realizing that the needs and desires of any group change from time 
to time we have tried to stay flexible. As an example, since the Saturday 
night Recreation Club which we sponsored so successfully a few years ago 
has seemed to attract fewer people of late, we have instituted a special 
event at least once a month for each age group while keeping the Recre- 
ation Club gym at McCall open each Saturday for the Basketball lovers 
who still come down in substantial numbers to play from 7:00 to 11:00 
every Saturday. 

Although there are still many areas to be explored in the fields of 
Recreation—with some of us feeling that the Town needs and should 
have new facilities such as a swimming pool, a hockey rink, and perhaps 
a Community Center; it is the consensus of the committee as a whole that 
we should concentrate on programs and hope that the New High School 
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will provide a pool and that the Drop-in Center will provide a gathering 
spot, at least for the High School age group. 


In closing we would like to reiterate our hope that our efforts and 
results will persuade the Town Meeting to establish the aforementioned 
Permanent Committee. We would also like to thank sincerely the Park 
Department, the School Department, the Town Accountant and the many 
other boards and individuals whose cooperation has been so important to 
us in our work to date.

Site preparation is completed and thirty-two acres of the total sixty 
acres are now ready for the construction of the Regional Vocational High 
School. Final construction plans were sent out for bid om December 1, 
1967. Return date for bids is January 11, 1968. Shortly thereafter, a con- 
tract for the school building construction will be let, with the opening 
of the school scheduled for September, 1969. 


Winchester’s allotted share of the 1968 budget is set at 7:34% or 
$33,597.72. This budget increase is in line with earlier predictions and 
reflects capital expenditures that will be routine for the next several years.

Gentlemen: 


Shortly after the special town meeting in February, Colonel Robert E. 
York resigned from this committee after serving since its inception with 
great distinction and at a considerable sacrifice of his time. The vacancy 
is being very ably filled by Thomas P. Coronis. The other members, who have 
long served with considerable devotion to duty are: Leroy W. Long, Joseph 
J. Vaccaro and Robert J. Walsh. 


The committee has worked very closely with the hard-working Sec- 
ondary Schools Sub-Committee, which has also witnessed a change in its 
personnel since the beginning of the year. Arthur E. Dunbar, replacing 
Joseph Vitka as Chairman, Lawrence Beckley (School Committee repre- 
sentative), Harriet Dieterich, Andrew L. Nichols and Salmon W. Putnam 
now comprise the sub-committee. The joint Committee finally selected 
as architect the firm of Crimp, Brown and Fisher, which is developing 
plans for the construction of a new Senior High School on the Shore Road 
site chosen by the special Town Meeting. It is hoped that complete plans, 
facts and figures will be ready for submission to another special town 
meeting, which is expected to be called shortly. 


During the course of the year this committee has met with the repre- 
sentative of the Public Library Sub-Committee, the Head Librarian and 
the architect in an effort to have completed the alterations and additions 
on this project. The final details will doubtless be concluded within the 
next few months. 


The Tufts Road Elementary School is substantially complete and is 
now in use, although a few minor matters remain to be finished in the 
near future. The total appropriation for this project was $1,370,000 for 
construction, furnishings and fees, and it is expected that the appropriated 
funds remaining will be more than sufficient to complete the final details 
of construction with a sizeable balance to be returned to the town. 


Alterations to the Central Fire Station have been concluded, and a 
balance of $371.50 in unexpended funds turned back to the town. 


The Elementary Schools Sub-Committee, under the chairmanship of 
Earle F. Littleton, is in the process of surveying the building needs of 
all the elementary schools, and expects to submit its recommendations for 
additions and changes to existing buildings to the town shortly. 


In supervising the expenditure of the many hundreds of thousands of 
dollars appropriated for the various projects involved, the committee has 
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held numerous meetings throughout the year, and has visited several of 
the sites from time to time. We hereby acknowledge with thanks the 
cooperation of all the departments and committees of the town, including 
particularly Mr. Costello, the town comptroller, whose guidance has been 
invaluable.

The Building Laws Revision Committee continues, at a less than 
alarming rate, toward its goal of providing the Town with a modern 
Building Code. 

The various topics under current consideration include the following: 

(a) complete rewriting of Division 18 (Wooden Construction) on 

a semi-performance specification basis; 

(b) revision of Article 147 (Lot lines, setbacks, etc.); 

(c) revision of Division 2 (Definitions) ; 

(d) revision of Article 17 (Apartment House Height Limits); 

(e) review of Division 28 (Plumbing) to coordinate with National 
and State codes; % 

(f) preparation of new Section dealing with glass and glazing, 
with particular reference to the use of safety glass in certain instances; 

(g) review of various fire-protection requirements, including ‘fire-- 
rated’ construction, standpipe requirements and fire lanes. 

Items (b), (c) and (d) are being developed in close coordination with 
the Planning Board’s massive revision of the Zoning By-Laws. 

This committee welcomes at any time suggestions and comments from 
the town’s officials and citizens.

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Report of the Personnel Board 


Foreword 


The year 1967 has been one of further clarification of the functions 
of the Board relative to personnel matters as the town adjusts to the 
pattern of employee relationships required by the Municipal Collective 
Bargaining Law (Chapter 763 Acts of 1965). This act establishes the 
Board of Selectmen and the School Committee as the legally constituted 
authority who bargain with organized employee groups. The Personnel 
Board retains its advisory responsibility to the Town Meeting. Since 
negotiated contracts must be completed at least 60 days prior to Town 
Meeting, the Personnel Board can only discharge its responsibilities to. 
Town Meeting by performing effectively as a consultant body and directly 
assisting the Board of Selectmen and School Committee in the conduct 
of negotiations. 

It has been the policy of the town to incorporate the personnel policy 
guide and the compensation plan as an integral part of all contracts ne- 
gotiated by the town with employee groups. The Personnel Board also 
retains its responsibility for administering both of these documents which 
govern the day to day conduct of personnel matters. Thus the board 
continues to serve as the coordinating body it has always been for all 
employees (whether organized or not) and town boards with regard to 
Personnel matters. Cooperation and frequent communication have become 
the established pattern of relationship between the Personnel Board, the 
Board of Selectmen, and the School Committee. This has contributed to 
the achievement of most satisfactory relations between the town and its 
employees. 


Organization 


The Board is presently comprised of Robert C. Ericson, Chairman; 
Nelson M. Bell, David F. Choate, Jr., Samuel J. Reid and Ralph V. Wilhelm. 
Executive Secretary is Mrs. Phyllis Berry Webber. Due to personal circum- 
stances, Mr. Clement Landry, Employee Representative on the Board, 
found it necessary to resign his position on the Board. Mr. Miles Weaver 
retired upon completion of his 3-year term. The members of the Per- 
sonnel Board gratefully acknowledge with sincere appreciation their 
conscientious service. 


General Functions 


- During the past year, the Board held thirty meetings with Department 

Heads, Employee Committees and individual employees in matters relat- 
ing to compensation, classifications, employee benefits and grievances. 
After considerable research, review and deliberation, adjustments were 
made in twelve cases, and nine new positions have been established. The 
Board has continued its program of research in the eighteen selected 
comparison communities so that it could be cognizant of all necessary 
data for fair comparisons, 
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This past summer Evans Associates was retained to carry out an 
extensive survey of the School Clerical positions, Cafeteria Manager and 
Head Custodians I and II as required by collective bargaining agreements. 
As a result of this survey, seven positions were reclassified. 

These revisions of the Compensation Plan and four revisions in the 
Personnel Policy Guide could not have been so effectively achieved 
without the very much appreciated willing cooperation of Town Comp- 
troller James J. Costello. 


Town Meeting Action 


At the annual town meeting, the Board recommended and the Town 
Meeting approved an “across the board” general increase of 5% for all 
permanent full-time and permanent part-time employees. In addition, 
the Board recommended and the Town Meeting approved several re- 
classifications and 46 individual compensation increases; and the addition 
of three part-time “personal rate” positions to the Compensation Plan. 
The total annual cost of the above Town Meeting action was approximately 
$160,000. 

The recommendation of the Personnel Board to grant three weeks 
vacation after ten years and four weeks after twenty years; and the recom- 
mendation to provide sick leave accumulation to a cumulative total of 
90 days, rather than the then current 75 days for School Department em- 
ployees and 60 days for other Town Departments was also approved by 
Town Meeting. 

In addition, Collective Bargaining Agreements negotiated and signed 
by the Board of Selectmen, with the Town Employees Association and the 
International Association of Fire Fighters Local 1564; and by the School 
Committee and the School Secretaries Association, the School Food 
Services Association, and the School Custodians Association won unanimous 
Town Meeting approval. 


Collective Bargaining — Personnel Board 


All five organized employee groups exercised in September the wage 
reopening rights under their collective bargaining agreements with the 
Town. All members of the Personnel Board served as members of at 
least one negotiating committee. The board made specific recommenda- 
tions to the Board of Selectmen and the School Committee regarding 
positions the Town might take on each employee group request brought 
to the bargaining table. Meetings were held with both Boards to discuss 
bargaining strategy, to formalize the town’s position on final settlement 
of issues and to coordinate matters between the five separate bargaining 
committees. Involvement in the bargaining process has not prevented 
the Personnel Board from evolving the independent position on personnel 
matters for which the Board is responsible to Town Meeting. 


Conclusion 


With the passing of time and the ever-increasing complications of 
municipal government administration, the importance of personnel mat-

ters has taken on much greater significance. Personnel administration is 
not and cannot be an exact science, but the goal of fair and equitable 
consideration for the Town and its employees alike is one possible of 
attainment and always to be striven for. The Personnel Board gives re- 
newed assurance of continued belief in and adherence to this philosophy 
and its deliberations and judgments have always been so motivated. 

Once again, the Board takes occasion to thank all who have in any 
manner cooperated in the current year’s undertakings and expresses 
especial appreciation to Comptroller Costello and his staff for the valued 
assistance given the Board responsive to numerous requests for personnel 
information and data.

Report of Cemetery Commissioners 


This year has seen the completion of a new garage which has been 
attached to the office building. A new hot water heating system has 
been completed to heat the entire building. We can now house all of 
our mechanical equipment at the Cemetery and with the heated garage 
be able to do most of our own repairs. 

The area for new lots is being expanded in the Memorial Park section 
as well as in the northwest area towards Middlesex Street, where filling 
and grading is necessary. For this work the Highway Department has been 
very cooperative in lending their heavy equipment. 

Our records and equipment have been moved from the Town Hall to 
our office at the Cemetery where everything is now under one roof. Our 
clerk, Mrs. Avakian, is on duty three days a week, and with all records 
now in one place people can receive information about lots and burials 
without having to wait. 

Through the years the number of personnel to operate the Cemetery 
has stayed about the same. In 1948 we had seven regular men at 48 
hours a week to take care of an area of 33 acres. In 1958 we had the 
same number of men at 40 hours a week to take care of 40 acres. In addi- 
tion there was spring and summer seasonal help by high school boys for 
mowing and general clean up work. This past year we have had eight 
regular men at 40 hours to take care of 53 acres. For 1968 we are request- 
ing two additional men as we have been unable to keep the Cemetery 
in good condition this past year. We have had many complaints. With 
the many trees we have the removing of leaves is a big project. 
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There were 96 interments this past calendar year which is a little 
below the average. 


Our income from services amounted to $16,361.21 as follows:—

Liners 1750.00 
Other services 843.96 
Interments 6620.00: 
Foundations 2282.25 


The amount collected for Permanent Care was $14,550.00 to make the 
total fund invested by the Trustees, $329,573.41. 


The income from this fund in 1967 amounted to $12,138.53 which will 
be added to the Other Income amount of $16,361.21 to make an amount of 
approximately $28,500 to be applied against the 1968 budget. 


The daily cooperation of our superintendent, Mr. Harold Moran, and 
his men, as well as other Town Departments, has been greatly appreciated.

Report of the Board of Public Welfare and 
Bureau of Old Age Assistance 


The Board of Public Welfare and Bureau of Old Age Assistance 
herewith submits its annual report for the year 1967. 


The Board of Public Welfare has the responsibility of administering 
five categories of assistance; they are General Relief, Old Age Assistance, 
Aid to Families With Dependent Children, Aid to Permanently and Totally 
Disabled Persons and Medical Assistance. The program of General Relief 
is controlled by the Board of Public Welfare. The remaining four programs 
of assistance are greatly controlled by Federal and State governments 
and are under the supervision of the State Department of Public Welfare. 


There were several changes that brought about increased costs. Hospi- 
tal and Nursing Homes were given major increases. A new fee schedule 
was issued effective November 1, 1967. The impact of this fee schedule 
will be felt in 1968. There was an increased personal property allowance 
given in Aid to Families With Dependent Children from $300.00 to $1000.00. 
The most important legislative change in 1967 was the passage of Chapter 
658 which reorganizes the Department of Public Welfare and provides for 
the direct administration of the Public Welfare system of the Common- 
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wealth by the State Department of Public Welfare. This act becomes 
effective July 1, 1968. 


General Relief 


General Relief is controlled by the Board of Public Welfare. This 
program provides assistance to those needy persons who cannot qualify 
for one of the Federal programs of assistance or for whom emergency 
assistance is needed until a transfer can be made to one of the Federal 
programs. 

One case was receiving a regular weekly grant as of January 1, 1967. 
Thirteen applications for assistance were made and all were approved 
and received immediate assistance or medical assistance. We will com- 
plete the year with three cases receiving weekly grants and two receiving 
medical assistance. 


Old Age Assistance 


Old Age Assistance is designed to aid persons sixty-five years of age 
and over who are in need of assistance and who have resided in Massa- 
chusetts for one year preceding the date of their application. 

We were aiding 51 cases on January 1, 1967. We received ten applica- 
tions during the year. Seven applications were approved, two were with- 
drawn and one was denied. Four recipients died, five were transferred to 
other communities and three cases were transferred to the program of 
Medical Assistance. As of January 1, 1968 we expect to have forty-six 
cases on our Old Age Assistance rolls, 

The Federal Government reimburses $50.00 per month per case and 
the State reimburses 70% of the non-Federal share and the Town pays 
the balance. 


Aid to Families With Dependent Children 


The Aid to Families With Dependent Children program provides for 
the care and support of children up to twenty-one years of age who have 
been deprived of parental support by reason of unemployment of the 
parent, or by the serious illness or death, divorce, desertion or separation 
of the parent or parents. Its primary purpose is to enable the child to 
be brought up in his own home rather than in a foster home or in an 
institution. 

On January 1, 1967 we were aiding fifteen cases with thirty-five 
children. We received and approved sixteen applications for assistance. 
During the year six cases were transferred to other communities. One 
case moved out of Massachusetts. Five cases were closed due to reemploy- 
ment or other support given. Through Court action and/or agreement 
with separated or divorced parents we collected $3,775.00 during the year. 
We also made recoveries of $1,702.00 from other sources. 

Under this program the Federal Government reimburses the Town in 
the amount of $22.00 a month for each eligible parent and each eligible 
child. The State reimburses 1/3 of the entire amount spent each month. 
The Town pays the balance. 
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Aid to Permanently and Totally Disabled Persons 


This program of assistance commonly referred to as Disability Assistance 
provides financial assistance to persons eighteen years of age to sixty-five 
years of age who are presumed to be permanently and totally disabled 
although not necessarily totally disabled for life. Disability assistance 
cases are prepared and submitted to the State Department of Public Wel- 
fare, Medical Review Team who determines from the medical data sub- 
mitted if the person is disabled and the extent of his disability. After 
approval by the Medical Review team and if deemed practical the dis- 
abled person is referred to the Massachusetts Division of Vocational Re- 
habilitation. 

On January 1, 1967 we were aiding fourteen cases. We received and 
processed four applications for assistance. One case was transferred from 
another community. Two applications were approved, three were denied 
and one was closed because of excessive income and one was deceased. 
We will complete the year with fourteen cases. 

Under Disability Assistance the Federal reimbursement to the Town 
is $50.00 per month per case. The State reimburses the Town an amount 
that together with the Federal reimbursement amounts to 75% of the 
total amount expended. The Town bears the cost of the remaining 25%. 


Medical Assistance 
(Title XIX) 


Medical Assistance provides the cost of medical care to persons sixty- 
five years of age and over whose income is insufficient to meet their 
medical needs and meets the cost of medical care for children up to age 
twenty-one years of age whose parents meet the liberal means test estab- 
lished by the State Department of Public Welfare. 

As of November 1, 1967 the State Department of Public Welfare ap- 
proved new medical fee schedules which will result in higher expenditures 
in 1968. 

We were aiding seventy-seven cases under Medical Assistance for 
persons over sixty-five years of age and six cases for children under 
twenty-one as of January 1, 1967. We will complete the year with ninety- 
eight cases of persons over sixty-five and three hundred twenty-six cases 
involving eight hundred and twelve children under twenty-one. 

The Federal Government reimbursement to the Town for Medical 
Assistance amounts to 50% of the amount expended and the State re- 
imburses 2/3 of the remainder of the money expended for medical care. 

The Board of Public Welfare wishes to acknowledge with sincere 
appreciation the cooperation of other departments in the Town Govy- 
ernment and the kindness and generosity of the many organizations in 
Winchester who so graciously gave of their time and money to assist 
the less fortunate.

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The first full year of operation with the addition and renovation has 
been generally very rewarding, despite a series of minor problems and 
adjustments. Particularly gratifying has been an enormously enlarged 
use of our facilities by the young. The figures are detailed in the 
Librarian’s Report. The reasons for this, we believe, are a combination 
of our new, attractive, enlarged quarters and a continuing effort on the 
part of the staff to work closely with the School Department. The Trustees 
are delighted with the increment, as the use of our product is our raison 
d’etre. 

There are still some odds and ends of things to be done to complete 
the addition to the building. The delay is irritating to the Permanent 
Building Committee, the Staff and the Trustees. We are hopeful, how- 
ever, that all will be finished by spring. 


Some years ago the Cutting property was purchased as a part of 
the Library Development Plan. At the 1967 annual Town Meeting, it was 
voted to remove the building. It serves no useful purpose now that the 
Red Cross has found other quarters, so we continue to hope that the 
view of our handsome facade from the northeast will be improved before 
too long. 

Through a very generous contribution by a resident of the town, an 
underground watering system has been installed for the beautification 
of the Library grounds. In the near future we hope to compete with the 
magnificent job now being done with the grounds at the Town Hall. 


During the year, an action under the Federal anti-trust laws was 
brought by the Attorney-General on behalf of many communities in the 
Commonwealth, including Winchester, against a number of suppliers of 
juvenile books. Of the $5,037.90 spent by the library in 1966 for this class 
of books, some $2,372.77 was for books on which no discount was allowed. 
Presumably, it will be a day or two before we know the outcome of this 
litigation. 
vera ita meeting on May 26, 1967, the Trustees accepted with regret 
the resignation of Robert Wagenknecht as Head Librarian, a position he 
had filled with distinction for some four years. He has accepted a similar 
position in Springfield, Dlinois. Mr. Wagenknecht gave strong leadership 
to the Library and was outstandingly helpful in the building program. 
We wish him well in his future career. 


We were very fortunate, indeed, to have on our staff as Assistant 
Head Librarian, Mrs. Leila-Jane Roberts, a long-time resident of Win- 
chester and former teacher in the High School with varied professional 
experience in the library. The Trustees were delighted to have her accept 
the position of Head Librarian. She brings to the position, beyond her 
professional skills, a concerned interest in the town and the relationship 
- of the Library to it. 

Mrs. Ann Anderson, who had been our Reference Librarian, was ap- 
pointed Assistant Head Librarian. She has lived in Winchester a number 
of years and came to our Library in 1962 after having been at the Arling- 
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ton Library since 1957. Again, we were fortunate in having one of her 
ability at hand. 

Mrs. Marion Chandler, a Trustee since 1958, felt unable to run for 
re-election because of the pressures of other activities, principally her own 
job requirements. With her background in letters and her general com- 
mon sense, she made invaluable contributions to the Trustees’ councils. 

As so often happens in Winchester, the election of Mrs. Marion Willing 
in March to replace Mrs. Chandler, maintains the dedicated service aspects 
of board membership. She brings with her a lifetime of intelligent interest 
in the town and its library. 


Arthur Pratt, who had been Chairman of the Trustees and their 
representative to the Permanent Building Committee on the building of 
the Library addition, resigned in January 1967, because of other heavy 
commitments on his time. He had stayed on as a member of the Trustees 
until the addition was substantially completed. His four years of conscien- 
tious service were extremely valuable for the Library. 


John M. Harrington was appointed and then elected to complete 
Mr. Pratt’s term. His incisive legal mind was compelling, and the Trustees 
reluctantly accepted his resignation in November due to an insoluble 
conflict. 


To replace Mr. Harrington, the Trustees and Selectmen appointed Mr. 
Robert Whitman. He is on the staff at Harvard, has been a resident of 
the town since 1960, and brings to the Board his experience as a member 
of the Library Trustees in Hopedale. 


The Library is one of the town’s more intellectual services, and we 
are pleased with its increased use by the residents, old and young. We 
look forward to a continuation of this trend and its attendant values.

LIBRARIAN’S REPORT 


Services 


The first full year using our expanded facilities has been a challenging 
one. In the Adult Department, statistics on books circulated may not 
appear to prove we have been busier, but the entire staff knows we have. 
One of the explanations for this paradox is that people now find space and. 
a proper environment to use materials in the Library. In the morning older 
residents read our variety of newspapers and magazines in the cheerful 
reading room, retired businessmen catch up on their investment and busi- 
ness materials, mothers of school-age children spend time with the Refer- 
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ence Librarian to track down books on special interests or hobbies, mothers 
of pre-schoolers attending the story hours have an hour to browse along 
the New Book Table and make out cards to reserve books, adults use the 
carrels in the quiet Winchester Room for productive, uninterrupted study, 
and the listening table beckons to those who wish to relax by listening to 
music with or without reading material at hand. At other times of day 
large numbers of secondary and college students use our extensive re- 
sources, but no longer is there the feeling that the student population 
prevents others from finding space to sit down. 


Statistics on book circulation in the Junior Library underscore the 
increased use of these facilities. Circulation this year has increased 
over 3,000 books per month. In addition to the attractive appearance 
of the large, cheerful room, Mrs. Comfort’s dedicated interest in making the 
Library a part of every child’s life has contributed to the overwhelming 
use of the books and the area, Her Pre-School Story Hours always have 
a waiting list. Teachers bring their classes to the Library for stories and 
library instruction geared to their particular grade level. Two Girl Scout 
troops and a Brownie group have visited for instruction on how to use 
the catalog and other library resources. The summer reading program 
signed up 275 children who read and reported on books about countries 
all over the world. In addition the weekly Summer Story Hour for children 
in grades 1 through 5 attracted 433 children. The nursery school of Rox- 
bury children who are being bused to a local church paid a pre-arranged 
visit to the library one morning for stories. In addition Mrs. Comfort 
has been, invited to local schools to tell stories and to explain how children 
get their library cards.

The Junior Library has been able to carry out this ambitious program 
without disrupting the use of their Reading Room because of the separate 
Story Hour Room, which was made from part of the former Children’s 
Room. A gift of colorful stack chairs and cushions makes it easy to adapt 
the room to groups differing in age and numbers. Although it was antici- 
pated additional space and facilities would not necessitate additional staff, 
we find that additional use does. In 1968 Mrs. Twitchell, a trained chil- 
dren’s librarian, will increase her part-time hours to assist Mrs. Comfort 
in these expanded services. As noted elsewhere in the report, the additional 
_ Clerical help provided by the 1967 Town Meeting has proved essential. 

There have been additional services provided by the library this year 
which should be mentioned. Weekly book reviews in the Winchester Star 
have been prepared by Mrs. Roberts, Mrs. Anderson, Miss Elva Nelson, Mrs. 
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Laban, Mrs, Sirrine, and Mrs. Haeussler. Mrs, Haeussler’s reviews of re- 
cordings were an experiment this year. We feel these reviews and the 
programs of recorded music which she arranged during the summer were 
healthy innovations. 

We continued the film programs for families on Friday nights repeating 
the performance for school children on Saturday mornings. Attendance 
at the 37 programs in 1967 totaled 285 adults and 1,457 children. 

We provided stenciled copies of the weekly list of New Books on the 
Table for borrowers and sent copies of these to the school librarians for 
the use of teachers in the junior high and high schools. During -the 
summer we provided lists of the recorded music program with brief annota-- 
tions, and an annotated list of recent book titles recommended for young 
people. We also have booklets listing the film programs and our film and 
filmstrip holdings available at the main desk for those who wish this 
information. \ 


Co-operative Efforts 


The professional staff has met weekly or bi-weekly to discuss the books: 
to be selected for the Adult Department. This innovation increased 
coverage of reviewing sources and the advantage of several points of view 
concerning knowledge of patrons’ interests and gaps in the existing col- 
lection so that we feel it has improved our book selection and collection. 

A determined effort to increase co-operation between the school librar-- 
ians and the public library staff is showing results. Joint meetings took 
place monthly from the time the addition was completed through March 
of 1967. Participants at these meetings gained fresh insight into mutual 
problems and discussed ways to help each other. Communication has been 
improved and word to teachers, on assignments we cannot handle as 
stated, is routed to the teachers through the school librarians. Our sug- 
gestion that a scheduled tour of the public library be included in the 
indoctrination of all new teachers was welcomed by the school department. 
Mrs. Roberts, Mrs. Laban and Mrs. Sirrine met with the secondary school 
teachers to explain our resources and to emphasize our desire to work 
cooperatively and productively with students. Mrs. Comfort met with the 
elementary teachers. All teachers attending received copies of our film 
and filmstrip holdings which has caused a gratifying increase in the use. 
of these materials. A copy of our booklet explaining the services we can . 
offer as well as our rules and regulations was distributed. Time for a 
tour of the library was allowed. 

With the co-operation of Mrs. Williams, High School Librarian, 100: 
books from the High School Library were placed in the Library for circu-. 
lation during the summer. These were classics and reading list titles which 
are constantly out during the summer. Though these books were not 
widely used we want to repeat the service next summer with more publicity. - 

Mrs. Comfort and Miss Bradley, the elementary school library co- 
ordinator, have met and will continue alsa common interests Seren 
areas of cooperation. 
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The appointment of a director for the Eastern Massachusetts Regional 
Library System in October of 1967 assures us of growth in cooperation 
between. local libraries. 


Our Interlibrary Loan Service has increased and by routing many 
requests through Boston Public Library, our regional center, we now have 
access to the resources of all the libraries in the Eastern Region. Any 
borrower with a card at Winchester Public Library may now get a card 
at Boston Public Library without having to pay the $5.00 fee formerly 
required. As part of regional services we have been receiving lists of 
suggested titles for purchase compiled by the staff of the Boston Public 
Library which we have used in our Book Meetings. As an example 
of the added resources available through the regional system, recently 
a local teacher requested magazine material on Huey Long and James 
M. Curley which pre-dated our magazine holdings. Our Reference De- 
partment was able to request and receive copies of these articles from 
the Boston Public Library holdings. 


Exhibits 


The Exhibits in our display cases have been varied and interesting. 
In the Junior Library topics covered have included Handcrafts from Indo- 
nesia and Africa, Dolls from Foreign Countries, Cowbells from Many Lands, 
Model Airplanes, Cape Cod Exhibits, How a Picture Book is Made, Fall Is 
a Lovely Season, and Books to Purchase and Favors to Make for Christmas. 
In March of 1967 the Jaycees sponsored a contest in art, literature and 
poetry by Winchester students. After judging, the entries were displayed 
in the Junior Library. 

In the Adult Department the Art Association’s Members’ Exhibition 
during the month of May was a delightful return to our art exhibits of 
the past. The library has two memberships in the Art Association) picture- 
lending program which give a variety of paintings for display. In 1968 
we plan to install moldings which will permit us to display additional 
paintings, both from the permanent library collection and from other 
sources. 


Cooperation with the League of Women Voters produced charts and 
information on High School Sites and an interesting display for the Human 
Resources Committee on Negro Education. Mr. Paul Wankowicz loaned 
us the model of a Vietnamese fishing vessel which had been made for 
him by the villagers with whom he worked as a civilian advisor for the 
government and he arranged a display to explain the life of the people. 
We had an exhibit in connection with a benefit concert given for Operation 
Exodus. 

Exhibits of books arranged by staff members included materials on 
Occupations, Birds, the 50th Anniversary of the Russian Revolution, 
- Sailing and Halloween. 

' Toward the end of 1967 local persons and groups began to arrange 
exhibits in the display case. Mr. Ronald Nault loaned a fascinating col- 
lection of antique glass bottles, and the Winchester Estates Garden Club 
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provided a display on Christmas decorations. We look forward to more 
such exhibits. 


Meeting Room 


Our meeting room has seen much use. Several groups use it on a 
regular basis: The Art Association returned to the Library for their 
monthly meetings; a local TOPS organization has met there weekly; the 
Jaycee-ettes used it for their baby-sitting training sessions; interesting 
meetings have been held there by the Winchester Historical Society; The 
Winchester Recreation Committee used it for organizational meetings for 
the Over-60 group but had to desert us for bigger quarters because of 
the unexpectedly large response. 

Others who have held meetings include the Conservation Commission, 
interest groups of the League of Women Voters, and the Fortnightly 
Literature Group. 

It has also been used for meetings of professional librarians. We were 
hosts to the Greater Boston Public Library Administrators twice. The 
Young Adult Cooperative Book Review Group of Massachusetts met at 
the Winchester Library in November, and 40 children’s librarians from 
libraries in the area attended a meeting in April at which the theme 
was Folk Tales Near and Far. 


Trust Funds and Special Collections 


The Rich Fund provided money to purchase Time magazine from 1923- 
1959 and to continue Scientific American up through 1966 on microfilm. 


The Rich Essay Contest was again sponsored by the Trustees with 
the cooperation of the high school social studies department. Winners 
were Deborah Ericson, Charles F. Lucier and Elaine L. Shiang. 

In the fall books from the Rich collection of Civil War materials 
were finally unpacked and shelved in the small room off the balcony. 
These books are designated with an L & L stamp in the catalog. 


The shelves in the Winchester Room are being filled with books of 
Americana and valuable books unearthed during our extensive weeding 
of the collection. Books in foreign languages and foreign, language editions 
of Reader’s Digest are shelved in this area together with leatherbound 
editions of the classics which we hope will be used by browsers in the 
Winchester Room. Materials relating to the history of the area are also 
shelved there. Indicating these materials in the catalog is a lengthy 
project which is now underway. 


Staff Notes 


Despite a heavy workload, professional staff maintained their share 
of professional duties outside the library. Mrs. Roberts continued to over- 
see the progress of the Young Adult Cooperative Book Review Group of 
Massachusetts (YACBRG) and was on the Nominating Committee of the 
Round Table of Librarians for Young Adults. Mrs. Comfort participated 
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in meetings of the Eastern Massachusetts Children’s Book Review Group 
and served on the Nominating Committee of the Round Table of Children’s 
Librarians. She was one of the story-tellers on the spring program of the 
Round Table and assisted at the Children’s Book Week Exhibit in Boston. 
Mrs. Laban continued to review books and attended meetings of YACBRG 
and attended monthly previewing sessions for the Film Cooperative. She 
arranged our fall and winter movie programs. Mr. Wagenknecht served 
on the publications committee of the New England Library Association 
until he moved to Illinois. His level-headed counsel and progressive pro- 
fessional attitudes will be missed by administrators in the area. 

The Trustees voted to send Mrs. Comfort to the American Library 
Association Annual Conference in San Francisco. Mrs. Roberts was unable 
to attend because she was enrolled at Simmons College School of Library 
Science. Mrs. Comfort took advantage of a pre-conference on Story-Telling 
and attended sessions of the regular conference the following week. 

During the year 1967 several staff changes have occurred. In addition 
to the administrative changes detailed by Mr. Bradlee in his report, Mrs. 
Eleanor Sirrine was promoted to Reference Librarian and is most capably 
functioning in this important position. After graduating from college, she 
earned her library degree at Western Reserve University in Ohio and has 
filed professional positions in several academic and public libraries in 
New York state and Connecticut. 

During the summer Mrs. Ann Smith, a student at Simmons College 
School of Library Science, filled a position of Pre-Professional Library 
Assistant on a temporary basis. Mrs. Anne-Marie Haeussler had the oppor- 
tunity to study for her master’s degree in music so has temporarily trans- 
ferred to part-time work. To fill out Mrs. Haeussler’s schedule we have 
been fortunate to obtain the services of Sister Grace Famolari, who is on 
a year’s leave of absence from Marycliff Academy. Mrs. Ruth Dennett, 
who was librarian at the American Community School in Beirut, Lebanon, 
is assisting on a part-time basis in the reference, circulation, and cataloging 
departments. 

In February of 1967 Mrs. Muriel Dantona resigned her part-time work 
to accept a full-time position in Medford. Mrs. Elizabeth Chase began 
part-time work in March. Mrs. Baiba Menke was hired to fill the new 
Library Assistant position granted by the Town Meeting, and when Mrs. 
Amey Beal retired as secretary in June, Mrs. Menke became the office 
clerk. In August Miss Patricia Cullen was promoted from Junior Clerk to 
Library Assistant and became the first full-time clerical assistant in the 
Junior Library. Her appointment has helped to keep up with the concen- 
trated volume of circulation from 3 to 6 every afternoon while also provid- 
ing very necessary help throughout the day. Miss Mary Nelson was 
promoted to Senior Clerk in July and has been effectively serving as Head 
of Circulation. Mrs. Helen McKillop joined the staff in August and is 
capably assisting with ordering procedures in addition to her work at the 
circulation desk. Mrs. Patricia Corf and Mrs. Enid Houlding, who joined 
the part-time staff at the end of the summer, have the responsibility for 
catalog typing and typing of orders. 
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Because this has been a year of constant adjustment and change, 
the staff deserves much credit and many thanks for adapting to new 
procedures and for their patience during re-organization. The Winchester 
Star deserves our grateful thanks for its cooperation. Appreciation to the 
Winchester Home and Garden Club for their planting and maintenance 
of the border around the building, and for the Christmas wreath they 
contribute each year is heartfelt. The assistance of the En Ka Society 
in providing Hospital Library Service deserves particular mention. This 
year, in addition to the volunteer hours contributed by members to help 
bedside book service, they made a special gift to purchase books for the 
new Continuing Care Unit. 


I would like to personally thank the Trustees for the generous expendi- 
tures of time and energy they give to library matters and particularly for 
assistance these past months when I needed to learn so much so fast.

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Report of the Board of Health 


The Board of Health hereby submits its annual report for the year 
1967. 


General 


The problem of air pollution remains as a town wide problem. The 
interim committee appointed by the Board of Selectmen and the Board 
of Health in January 1967 was formalized as the Winchester Aberjona 
River Watershed Committee at the 1967 Annual Town Meeting and funds 
were made available for their activities. The Board of Health has been 
represented on this committee by Mr. Karaian and Dr. Quigley. A close 
liaison has developed and considerable progress has been made. The 
principal areas which contribute to the problem appear to be the Aberjona 
River, industry, the town incinerator, and the M.D.C. sewer line. Correc- 
tive action in all these areas has been and will continue to be made. A 
more detailed report by the Watershed Committee appears elsewhere in 
this annual report. 

Regulations pertaining to public bathing areas in the town have 
been prepared by the Board of Health. It is hoped that these regulations 
will be adopted jointly with the Park Department and the Recreation 
Committee and that they will be in effect and enforced prior to the 
1968 bathing season. 

Numerous complaints were received early this past summer relative to 
the large mosquito population in town. These complaints were reported from 
most sections of the town but originated primarily from two specific areas, 
Dunster Lane and Bellevue Avenue. With the support of the Board of 
Selectmen and a transfer of funds from the Finance Committee of 
$687.20, a single fogging treatment was undertaken during August of 1967 
by the Whitman Insect Control and Equipment Company of Woburn, 

Information relative to the use of drugs today by young adults has 
led to the formation of a committee on drug abuse. This committee is 
made up of members from the Board of Health, and Board of Selectmen, 
as well as representatives of Police Dept., Medical profession, clergy, and 
School Committee. There has already been several programs presented 
to the student body of the Junior and Senior classes and to the general 
public. The very serious needs for this program must be met by an ongoing, 
long range program on drug abuse for the community. 


Health Services 


Under the direction and supervision of Mr. Michael D. Saraco, a 
biological station was established on January 9, 1967 in the Town Hall. 
The biological products used in control of communicable disease are 
stored, handled, and issued to local physicians from this station. Hevey’s 
Pharmacy will remain a sub-station as it has in the past and has served 
the town locally for many years. 
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Four Tine testing clinics were conducted this past year under the 
medical supervision of Dr. Roger M. Burgoyne. The clinics were on Feb- 
ruary 14, May 17, June 6, and October 3. Tuberculin Tine tests have 
been done for pre-school groups as well as their brothers and sisters under 
age nineteen classified as food handlers. Permission slips are available 
at the Board of Health for all those under age nineteen receiving the Tine 
test. 

Well child clinics were continued on Thursday afternoon each month 
except during July and August. In addition to a volunteer from the 
Winchester Visiting Nursing Association there were Girl Scouts from our 
community that assisted with entertaining of the children. This has 
proven to be a valuable service to each clinic session. Attendance at the 
clinics has remained stable. Immunization for diphtheria, pertussis, tetanus, 
poliomyelitis and measles were administered by Dr. Burgoyne. Recipients 
ranged in age from three months to five years. 

The mobile x-ray unit was here on May 17, 1967 located behind the 
Town Hall in the parking lot. Total participation in the clinic was Five 
hundred twenty-one (521) receiving the chest x-ray, and thirty-eight (38) 
Tine tests of which there were no positives. Volunteers from Friends, 
Winton Club, and the Winchester Visiting Nursing Association assisted us 
once again this year. With their cooperation and assistance our clinic 
ran smoothly. 

A rabies clinic was held on June 3, 1967 with two nurses in attendance. 
The weather was excellent. Four hundred fifty (450) canines received 
the vaccine. 

Two flu clinics were held this year for all town employees. The clinics 
were held on October 11, 1967 and November 15, 1967. There were sixty-two 
(62) adults who received the vaccine and booster dose. 

Visits to new mothers and their babies born in the Winchester Hospital 
are being done. The nurse discusses post-natal care and answers any 
questions that she might have and help her discuss plans for continued 
medical supervision. Clinic facilities are discussed when feasible. Pre- 
mature infants are visited before and after discharge up to age one year. 
Many mothers have found this health guidance helps them relieve many 
fears of a newborn. 

The Massachusetts vision test was performed on three hundred ninety- 
four (394) students in the parochial schools this past school year. There 
were fourteen (14) failures in this group. Of the fourteen youngsters 
who failed, they were all seen by an eye specialist and were all accepted 
as corrected referrals. The puretone audiometric test was performed on 
three hundred eighty-two (382) students. There were seven failures. Of 
the seven youngsters, four were seen by an ear specialist and three by 
a general practitioner. All were accepted as corrected referrals. 

Total budget allowance for these services was $8,600.00. Actual cost 
for the year 1967 was $7,927.96. The Board of Health appreciates the fiscal 
responsibility exercised by the V.N.A.

Dental 


Dental Clinic services were continued this year as last year with its 
expanded policy of emphasis on maintenance and prevention. Dental 
services for patients are provided by the Dental Clinic pedodontist, Dr. 
Donald S. Sherman, with the assistance of Mrs. Gloria Monterisi. The 
dental hygienist, Mrs. Jeanne Lavelle provides cleaning, application of 
fluoride, and necessary x-rays for all patients. In order to treat those 
patients with the greatest degree of need first, patients are graded as to 
the severity of their dental condition. In order that the services provided 
will be of maximum benefi to the patients, all patients are required to 
maintain a high standard of oral hygiene. 

After treatment is completed, approximately six months later, the 
patient is recalled and the hygienist again cleans the teeth, reapplies 
fluoride and takes x-rays. The purpose of the recall system is to place 
emphasis on prevention of dental problems and to maintain the patient 
in good dental health. The recall system therefore helps avoid the. devel- 
opment of extensive dental health problems in our patients. 
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With the implementation of Medicaid, which will serve the needs of 
many of the children who would be eligible for admission to the Dental 
Clinic, it is felt that our emphasis will change from one of treatment, 
to one of treatment and dental health education. 

Necessary instruments and supplies have been purchased to assure 
the continuation of a high standard of dental care for the child. Addi- 
tional equipment has been purchased which will increase safety and com- 
fort for the patient and increase efficiency for the dentist. The installa- 
tion of this equipment has permitted the pedodontist to care for a greater 
number of patients and to provide additional services, such as, steel crowns, 
space maintainers, and other interceptive procedures. The aid provided 
to the pedodondist by the dental assistant, Mrs. Gloria Monterisi, and 
the dental hygienist, Mrs. Jeanne Lavelle, has contributed greatly to the 
efficient operation of the clinic. 

The Board acknowledges with thanks the continued high caliber of 
service from Dr. Sherman, his assistant, Mrs. Monterisi, and dental hy- 
gienist, Mrs. Lavelle. 

The responsibility for supervision of this clinic has remained primarily 
with Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley, Jr., Chairman of the Board, who is a 
practicing orthodontist is Winchester, and an orthodontic research affiliate 
at the Forsyth Dental Center.

The accompanying statistics will reflect the increasing utilization of 
the Mystic Valley Mental Health facilities. A comparison with the activities 
of the other participating towns will demonstrate that we have used a 
proportionate amount of the services available. 

This completes the fifth year that these facilities have been available 
to the town. In an attempt to determine the value of these services, we 
have recently interviewed members of the Winchester Mental Health 
Committee, individual physicians, representatives of the Police, School De- 
partment, and the Visiting Nursing Association. It is the consensus that the 
program is extremely valuable, that it should be continued, and that the 
cost to the town is not only justified but reasonable.

1. An automatic underground irrigating system at the Alfred Dykes 
Elliott Park has been installed. The first stage of the landscaping has 
been completed under the supervision of Mrs. Angelo Ghirardini.

2. The underground irrigating system at Lynch Junior High School 
athletic field has been completed. 

3. As voted at the Town Meeting, four clay tennis courts have been 
added at Palmer Courts. 

4. Through the courtesy of Walter B. Stockwood, electrician, flood 
lights have been installed at the War Memorial located at the corner of 
Main Street and the Mystic Valley Parkway. 

5. Three enclosed children’s play areas at Leonard Field, Ginn Field, 
and West Side Playground respectively, have been created. 

6. The contract for refurbishing the grounds of the Senior High 
School, and six grade schools was awarded to the Davey Tree Expert Com- 
pany, the low bidder. Work has already begun on this project. 

7. The tennis practice cage at Packer courts has been rebuilt. 

Work on the following project is being continued: 

1. The Park Department is prepared to cooperate with the Winches- 
ter Rotary in further beautification of Elliott Park. 

2. The cleaning of the Aberjona will continue.

The year 1967 saw the beginning of the end of the five year drought. 
Rainfall for the year was 46.53 inches as against a 90 year average of 42.6 
inches. Its effect on the Town’s water supply is apparent in the following 
table of comparisons.

The program of cleaning and cement lining of water mains was con- 
tinued in 1967 with 9,394 linear feet being accomplished in Main Street 
from Town Way to Symmes Corner, Bacon Street to Church Street and 
smaller mains in Winslow Road, Madison Avenue West, Symmes Road 
and Irving Street. 


New water mains were installed in South Border Road, Clark Street, 
Fitzgerald Avenue, Gardner Place, and Nelson Street. This pretty much 
concludes the new construction phase of improvements to the existing 
water system as recommended in the 1955 survey conducted by Camp, 
Dresser & McKee our Consulting Engineers. 


This year 9,113 feet of mains were added to the water system, plus 
54 gates, 9 hydrants and 40 water services. 


At the year end the water system included a total of 502,204 feet of 
mains and 5,766 individual services. 


Four residential developments with their related water and sewer 
systems were under construction during 1967. These resulted in the 
addition of 1,220 feet of water mains and 7 gates which are reflected 
in the above totals. 

3,631 feet of sewer mains were installed in South Border Road and 
in Salem Street making a total of 406,068 feet of sewer mains in the 
sewer system. 39 sewer services were installed. Sewer is now available 
to’ approximately 98.5% of the Town. 
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The Department completed 1,357 miscellaneous orders during the year 
in connection with its primary function, the maintenance of the water 
and sewer systems. 

This Board can not overemphasize the importance of the services 
rendered to the Town by the Water and Sewer Department. An experi- 
enced and competent work force working under the direction of knowledge- 
able management have made it possible for this Board to continue to give 
the Town outstanding Water and Sewer service for the dollars expended.

Report of the Civil Defense 


The actual composition of the Civil Defense Department has changed 
very little during 1967. In essence the same volunteer staff and personnel 
most of whom have served for over five years on an unpaid basis. 


The following two activity reports from the Auxiliary Police and 
Fire Sections are submitted as received. 


AUXILIARY POLICE DEPARTMENT 


The Auxiliary Police Department now consists of fourteen men: Chief, 
Captain, two Sergeants and ten Patrolmen. We have had one resignation 
from the Department in the past year. A drive for new members has 
been in effect since September. 


A total of approximately 4,000 hours have been given by my men 
during the year on church traffic duty and special details assigned to us 
by Chief Derro. You will find a partial list of these details enclosed. 


Meetings are held once a month at the Range, now known as Station 
2, with Lt. Crawford of the regular Police Department speaking on sub- 
jects such as: making an arrest, stopping and checking the speed viola- 
tions and many other problems that his Department comes in contact 
with during the year. Improvements have been made at the Range. 
All work being done by my officers. 


Instruction in the handling of firearms is given every Tuesday night 
and my men are becoming very efficient in the correct procedure of hand- 
ling and firing of sidearms.

The Auxiliary Fire Department consists of one captain, one newly 
appointed Lieutenant (T. Joslin) and fourteen members. This year com- 
pletes a three year program consisting of the following: completing our 
station, building our Lighting Truck, restoring our Black Horse Hose No. 2, 
and replacing Engine 6. We were able to complete this program only 
with the assistance of the EN-KA Society, the Rotary, The Town of Win- 
chester, and Mr. Frank Van Ummerson of Herrick Street.

Report of the Planning Board 
The Planning Board herewith presents its fifty-third annual report. 


GENERAL 

This year the Board has been actively engaged in the study of 
several programs, all of which relate to the Master Plan Development 
Program (M.P.D.P.). Some of these programs, such as the studies on 
the Aberjona River, needs for outdoor recreation areas and resolution of 
the secondary and elementary school building needs, are being carried on 
by separate, but Town authorized, permanent or study committees. In 
these cases representation on and/or communications with the respective 
committees has been established in order to remain concurrent with and 
take the fullest possible advantage of these studies as they relate to 
the M.P.D.P., without duplication of effort in terms of time and cost. 

At the same time the Board has been conducting special meetings 
on a regular basis with our consultant, for the purpose of studying existing 
land use within the Town and development of comprehensive proposals 
for future land use. The so-called Proposed Land Use Study should be a 
major element in the Town’s Master Plan, and be the foundation on which 
the Revised Zoning By Law is based. Periodic newsletters have been 
issued by the Board and circulated to all town officials and interested 
civic groups and individuals, to assist the community in understanding 
the complexities of this problem. Communication of factual information 
and problem areas will continue. Preparation of recommended Zoning By 
Law revisions has been a slower and more complicated task than had been 
anticipated; but real progress has been made. As this report is written 
it is expected that the recommendations for Zoning should be ready for 
presentation to a special town meeting late in the spring. In the mean- 
time we strongly urge all interested citizens, particularly Members of the 
Town Meeting, to give careful attention to communications from the 
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Board regarding land use and zoning. We are most anxious to encourage 
a constructive exchange of ideas. 


SUBDIVISIONS 


Since 1954 the Planning Board has granted definitive approval to 34 
subdivision plans, involving 694 lots (of which 618 have been released) 
and 8.65 miles of roads. During the past year several proposed subdivisions 
of land were presented to this Board by developers requiring provisions 
for roads, drainage, sewer and water facilities in compliance with the 
Subdivision Control Law and the Rules and Regulations. Many lot plans 
were endorsed to certify that approval under the Subdivision Control 
Law was not required, and a number of lots were released for building 
purposes within subdivisions upon completion of work required under 
subdivision control. This work, with its requirement for application and 
interpretation of law and sound engineering principles in the interest of 
public welfare and the Town of Winchester, continues to consume much 
of our time. 


LAND ACQUISITION 

Early in 1966 this Board adopted the policy of recommending to the 
Town, through the Selectmen, the acquisition of properties deemed neces- 
sary for the expansion or establishment of existing or proposed public 
facilities such as schools, parks, and playgrounds as indicated by proposed 
land use studies. Where the property in question is developed (built 
upon) it was agreed that acquisition should take place at that time when 
the then current owner was disposed to sell that property and that such 
transaction should be accomplished by mutual agreement of the property 
owner and the Town. Since the adoption of this policy four parcels of 
land, including three residential units, have been acquired by the Town. 

One of the acquired parcels of land is now an integral part of the 
approved new High School site at Shore Road. Two have improved the 
Washington School site by some three and one-half plus acres. The re- 
maining site is for the expansion of Leonard Field. 

Under the final section of this report, “Recommendations,” are our 
proposals for acquisition of properties by the Town, through the Select- 
men, for this year. 


SECONDARY SCHOOLS 

At the Special Town Meeting of February, 1967 two sites were pro- 
posed for the location of the new High School. They were the so-called 
decentralized site at Turkey Ridge and the central site at Shore Road. 
The Planning Board’s recommendation, both prior to and at the Town 
Meeting, was the Shore Road site exclusive of the Berndt property off 
Swanton Street. The recommended Shore Road site contains some thirty 
acres of land, including a parcel of land privately held, containing 15 
residential units, bounded by the extension of Westley Street, Spruce 
Street and Shore Road Field. The Town approved a modified Shore Road 
site minus the Berndt property and the developed parcel north of Shore 
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This year the Permanent Building Committee’s (P.B.C.) secondary 
school group has conducted studies on the disposition of the outdoor field 
facilities for the physical education program as set forth in the educa- 
tional specifications. The area under consideration lies between the two 
railroad rights of way and contains the Aberjona River. Two proposals 
were made and were called the Open River Scheme and the Covered 
River Scheme. The Permanent Building Committee, the School Committee 
and the School Administration approved the closed or Covered River 
Scheme. 

Concurrent with and subsequent to that decision the P. B. C. has 
reviewed the two schemes with this Board. We also reviewed the two 
schemes with the Aberjona Watershed Committee. At this time it has 
not been satisfactorily demonstrated to this Board that the Covered River 
Scheme, currently proposed by the P. B. C., would constitute the proper 
development of this area. Our questions are related to two points other 
than the relative cost factors. They are (1) the question regarding flood- 
ing, flood plains and damage and (2) the question of the required number 
of field facilities for the physical education program as opposed to the 
desired number of fields for the athletic program. 


We recognize the fact that the Shore Road site, as currently consti- 
tuted, is somewhat restricted. We are unanimous in agreeing that con- 
struction of a new High School is urgently needed and that every effort 
should be made to expedite this project. However, the Board is very 
anxious to make sure that the project is carried out in a manner that 
will produce a satisfactory long range solution to the Town’s needs. In 
this connection, it would seem most unwise for the Town to fail to 
recognize that expansion of the Shore Road site by acquiring private 
residential property to the north is necessary to achieve a truly adequate 
site. This means that the town should have a plan for a long range 
program of acquiring these residences as their owners become willing to 
sell. We therefore recommend that the Town, through the Selectmen, 
move toward acquiring properties on the northern perimeter of the Shore 
Road site as proposed by this Board as a result of its studies. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


The dilemma of the expansion of our elementary school buildings 
in order to accommodate our growing population has been under careful 
study by the Permanent Building Committee elementary school group. 
Late this fall they submitted to us a report on their proposals. We are 
in basic agreement with that report. The one problem that we want 
to continue investigating is the disposition of the Wyman and Noonan 
Schools. The question arises as to whether to expand both schools on 
their already contrained sites, or create one larger school and site. The 
larger school site may be obtained by (1) expanding one or the other 
of the two existing sites or (2) the acquiring of a wholly new and adequate 
site within this area of town. We hope to be resolving this problem with 
the P. B. C. in the very near future. 
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Recognizing the fact that most, if not all, of the existing elementary 
school sites will need expansion, this Board is recommending four acquisi- 
tions of properties by the Town, through the Selectmen, for this purpose 
this year. (See Recommendations.) 

The owners have agreed to work with the Town toward the end of 
Town acquisition. The fourth parcel is a portion of a larger tract of land 
currently in the preliminary submission stage of the Subdivision Control 
Law. In this case the developer has worked carefully with this Board to 
create the best possible condition for both the Town and the development 
of the area. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


The following are recommendations that are being made to the Town 
through the Selectmen by this Board: 


1) Acquisition of a parcel of land on Johnson Road and Ridge Street, 
abutting the Vinson-Owen school site, containing about 7.6 acres, 
owned now or formerly by Ralph M, and Gertrude L. Thompson. 


2) Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
owner, of a parcel of land at No. 5 Alben Street, containing 
about 5067 square feet and one single residence and garage, 
presently owned by Pearl J. Larson. 


3) Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
owners, of a parcel of land at No. 10 Marshall Road, containing 
about 11,072 square feet and one single residence, presently owned 
by Richard J. and Joan H. Merrow. 

4) Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
owners, of a parcel of land at No. 80 Canal Street, containing 
about 71,569 square feet and industrial buildings, presently owned 
by the Bacon Felt Company. 

5) Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and property 
owners, of a parcel of land at No. 13 Winchester Place, containing 
about 10,635 square feet and one single residence and garage, 
presently owned by Frederick S. and Edith M. Mitchell. 

6) Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and the property 
owner, of a parcel of land at No. 488 Washington Street, containing 
about 5540 square feet and one single residence and garage, pres- 
ently owned by Podgoro Iannacci. 

7) Acquisition, upon mutual agreement by the Town and the property 
owner, of a parcel of land on the southerly side of Grove Place, 
containing about 8.53 acres, presently owned by Harry E. Chefalo.

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this Board while carrying the burden of the clerical work of the Town 
Engineering and Highway Departments, as well as the efficient and ami- 
able fashion with which she conducted herself in behalf of the Town 
well warrant our praise and recognition in this public document. 

It was with sincerest regrets that we accepted the resignation of Mrs. 
Eberle in August of 1967, after twenty years of service to the Town. 
We wish her a pleasant and well deserved retirement. 

We also wish to express our appreciation for the continued effort and 
assistance extended to us throughout the year by Mr. Samuel P. Snow, 
our Planning Consultant; Mr. Howard F. Ambrose, our Consulting Engi- 
neer; and Mr. Paul G. Eberle and Mrs. Giro E, Cerulli, our Clerical.

Report of Board of Assessors 


A Fair Share for Everyone 


How can we be sure the property owners of Winchester are paying 
their fair share of the cost of town services—schools, parks, police and 
fire protection, health, water, and other municipal services? 

To provide the answer, this letter is included in the Town Report 
with the hope that it will be read and circulated among the citizens of 
Winchester. 

The answer is an equalized assessment program. If every property 
is assessed simultaneously under uniform rules, then no one pays more 
or less than his fair share of taxes. 

Over the years, in the absence of such a total program, it is not 
unusual for an imbalance situation to become evident. Certain properties 
may have been assessed too high while other properties may have been 
assessed too low. 


Why we are having a town-wide equalization program. 

In 1966 it was decided to set ALL assessments on a completely fair 
basis and as provided by law. For the first time in Winchester’s history 
a professional town-wide equalization program was begun. To do this 
job, the Town selected the Cole-Layer-Trumble Co., one of the principal 
tax equalization firms in the nation. 

Their job is to make certain that every property, large or small, is 
appraised by the same fair and impartial standards with no exceptions 
to this rule. 
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As a result of this town-wide project, Winchester’s assessment system 
will be on a current basis, fully documented with property descriptions 
and supported by sales data. 


A Full and Fair Review 

The vast job of carefully appraising nearly 6500 properties is nearly 
completed. Sometime this spring, preliminary assessment notices will be 
mailed out. These will indicate the assessed valuation on each property 
for the year 1968. 

Those who have questions regarding their assessments will have 
a chance to review them with the Cole-Layer-Trumble Co, representatives 
at a date to be announced later. 


What Will Happen to Your Tax Bill? 

Normally, some tax bills go up, some go down, some stay the same. 
However, more will go up than down because the Town’s budget is 
expected to be higher this year than it was last year. Remember, the 
equalization program was undertaken only to make sure all assessments 
are fair—not to increase the individual tax bill. If your tax bill does 
increase, it means one of two things or both: 

1. Your property was assessed too low in preceding years. 

2. The Town budget was increased this year over last year’s. 


Do You Know What Your 
Property is Actually Worth? 

It is certainly worth more than the present assessment. When you 
receive your notice, whether you are interested in selling it or not, you 
should have a better idea, perhaps for the first time of the fair cash 
value of your property. 


Local Controls 
The Board of Assessors is dedicated to the successful completion of 
this major improvement in the Town’s fiscal policies. In this spirit, 
we assure the townspeople that each assessment will be carefully reviewed. 
Further information, as to the procedures in the final completion of 
the program, will be announced from time to time in local news media.

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Report of the School Committee 


During 1967 several milestones were passed by the Winchester School 
System resulting in considerable progress toward keeping pace with the 
rapid acceleration and broadening of education in modern America. Facili- 
ties were improved by the addition of the new Tufts Elementary School, 
and better maintenance of existing buildings and grounds. The sub- 
stantial increase in the size of the faculty this year enabled improvement 
in teaching quality and techniques by a reduction in pupil-teacher ratios 
at the elementary level in spite of larger enrollments. Salaries were 
maintained at a relatively high level to permit attraction of superior new 
teachers and retention of present staff. The building space problem 
continues to exist and is at a critical point at the Senior High School. 


Dr. Harry V. Gilson, Superintendent of Schools since 1953, retired 
in June after a career in the field of education of over 40 years, at the 
peak of which he brought to Winchester many of the innovations and 
modern programs that our schools regard with pride, enabling the youth 
of our community to better prepare themselves for future pursuits in edu- 
cation and leadership. 


Dr. Gilson’s departure posed a serious replacement problem in finding 
a person to fill the stringent requirements demanded by our community. 
A special committee of dedicated citizens volunteered to relieve the School 
Committee of the preliminary screening task. Serving on this committee 
were Mr. John A. Dolan, Chairman; Dr. Alice Palubinskas; Dr. Dana M. 
Cotton; Mr. Charles P. Harris; Mr. William J. Speers; Mr. Frederick 
Rozelle, Jr.; and Mr. William E. Spaulding. As one of several excellent 
candidates recommended by this special committee, Dr. Donald A. Klemer, 
now serving as Superintendent of Schools in Hastings-on-Hudson, New 
York, was elected. Dr. Klemer will join the School Department on a full- 
time basis effective July 1968 and your Committee expects that he will 
carry on the traditions of leadership possessed by his predecessors. 


The Tufts School, serving elementary pupils from Kindergarten 
through Sixth Grade, was opened for full operation in September in the 
vicinity of Tufts Road and Leonard Field, to the west of Washington 
Street. It was determined by the Committee that as overcrowding existed 
in all elementary districts, this new facility should serve to relieve the 
enrollment strain as much as possible throughout the town. Substantial 
redistricting and changing of elementary boundary lines of the neighbor- 
hood schools were made effective in September. Although these changes 
resulted in considerable inconvenience to families throughout the town, 
most feel the educational advantages to be worthwhile. To help mitigate 
the impact of these changes, the School Committee reduced the busing 
distance for elementary children from 1% miles to 1 mile. As the Tufts 
School building is of special design, to permit the flexibility of educational 
grouping to accommodate present and future needs, innovative programs 
were instituted to serve as guidelines for changes in teaching techniques 
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and methods for the other seven elementary schools. The Tufts School is 
now operating at rated educative capacity. 


As a result of action taken at a Special Town Meeting last spring 
in voting a new high school to be constructed on a site in the vicinity 
of Shore Road, Skillings Road and the Boston and Maine Railroad tracks, 
the Permanent Building Committee through its Secondary School Building 
Subcommittee are making feasibility and cost studies. It is anticipated 
that their findings and recommendations for construction will be sub- 
mitted to the town early in 1968. The construction of a new modern and 
flexible high school is essential if Winchester expects to maintain its 
excellence in public school education. Although high school enrollments 
have been static over the past few years, varying about 5%, this trend 
will not continue. Approximately 150 high school pupils are presently 
attending private schools believed due at least to some extent to the 
inadequacy of the present high school. 


A three-year labor contract was negotiated with each of the five 
collective bargaining School Department employee groups. Although nego- 
tiations have resulted in considerably improved relations with employees, 
the process has imposed a great deal of strain on the time of participating 
School Committee members. To relieve this burden, in future years it may 
be necessary to increase the size of the School Committee or seek outside 
assistance. 

The continuing inflationary trend and teacher shortage have resulted 
in the necessity to increase salaries to unprecedented levels. It is antici- 
pated that this will level off in the next few years. Attraction of new 
professional staff members in the future will be influenced more by 
classroom surroundings and challenges in educational program develop- 
ment than by salary alone. 

A concentrated program of drug abuse education was instituted at 
the secondary school level with special emphasis on Grades 10 through 12 
to combat this growing problem in our society. It is anticipated that 
additional programs of this type will be incorporated and continued as 
an inherent part of public school education. 


Increased election of science courses in the Senior High School has 
overtaxed available laboratory facilities. To accommodate this trend, be- 
ginning in September 1968, the high school building will be operated an 
additional hour per day. Some pupils will start school at 8:00 a.m. and 
attend until 2:30 p.m. while others will begin at 9:00 am. and finish at 
3:30 p.m. No individual pupil or teacher will be engaged in their pursuits 
for a longer school day than at present but the physical building facilities 
will be utilized for a longer period of the day. This will supplement to a 
limited extent the restricted high school plant which is already adversely 
affecting the educational program. 


Our school buildings are being utilized more and more during “off 
school” hours by public-spirited citizen groups for discussion of town 
affairs, educational lectures, youth programs and social events. Of special 
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note is the use of school facilities by the newly-formed Town Recreational 
Committee for a youth program. This program is a distinguished one in 
that it provides a central meeting place for the youth of our community 
to gather, plan and participate in activities for their physical and social 
well-being not provided elsewhere in Winchester. 

Considerable controversy followed a special School Committee meeting 
last spring attended by approximately 1100 interested citizens, when a 
new educational program involving pupils from Boston’s Roxbury section 
was being considered. This program, sponsored by the Metropolitan Coun- 
cil for Educational Opportunity, Inc., commonly referred to as METCO, 
consists of busing Negro children from Boston to suburban schools where 
they can receive a better educational opportunity on a tuition basis. At 
this special meeting the Committee endorsed the program and moved to 
enter into active participation along with a number of other suburban 
communities. Later developments and lack of Federal funds for busing 
and tuition costs, however, prevented the program’s implementation in 
Winchester. 

The basic premise of providing the best possible education for each 
pupil as his individual needs exist continues to be the fundamental goal 
of the Winchester Public Schools. To this end constant survey has and 
will continue to be made to re-evaluate, change and improve the content 
and methods of the programs through sound policy-making procedures.

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


The Commonwealth of Massachusetts requires that communities pub- 
lish annually a report “on the conditions of the schools.” This report for 
the fiscal year just concluded is respectfully tendered to the citizens of 
Winchester, it being the 117th report in an unbroken line since 1850, 
Authorship is drawn from the School Committee, the Superintendent of 
Schools and members of the professional staff of the schools. 

A school report, however, serves purposes other than meeting the legal 
requirements of the state. It brings together in one volume the vital 
statistics of a school system—the numbers of children and of teachers, 
of buildings and of dollars of cost. It describes the schools’ educational 
problems past and in prospect and offers a measure by which the citizenry 
can judge whether the schools are meeting their problems in a sensible 
and a sensitive manner. 

If you are a teacher, we hope you will find in this report new reasons 
for identifying yourself with the vitally important enterprise of educating 
the school children of Winchester. If you are a parent, we hope that you 
will conclude that the education of your child is in capable hands. As 
a taxpayer, we hope that you will gain confidence that the schools which 
you support are training the community’s children to perpetuate our best 
traditions. | 

Three major problems, all of them common to most cities and towns, 
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confronted the Winchester Public Schools during 1967. The first of these 
is the problem of housing an ever-increasing school enrollment. Next is 
the improvement of instruction in the schools in order to adjust to the 
needs of a rapidly changing society and in accordance with an expanding 
knowledge of how children grow and learn, And finally, there is the mat- 
ter of providing a salary schedule which will assure that we can continue 
to retain our experienced teachers while at the same time attracting 
qualified, experienced new people to our professional staff. 

Winchester, like most other communities suburban to Boston, has 
long been faced with a growing school population. The opening in Sep- 
tember of the Tufts School relieved the severe overcrowding which has 
existed in the elementary schools over the past few years. The attendance 
district for the Tufts School was created by alterations in the districts of 
the Lincoln, Noonan, Washington and Mystic Schools. In addition further 
relief was realized by locating one class of Mystic School 6th grade children 
at Tufts School. Similarly, five classes of Wyman School 5th and 6th 
grade children are being housed in the ground level classrooms of the 
Lynch Junior High School. A group of Wyman School 5th grade and one 
of 6th grade children are again this year being housed at the Vinson-Owen 
School. 

The result of this redistricting and of these transfers has been to 
reduce markedly the average class size in the elementary schools and to 
improve thereby the educational experience of the children. It must be 
kept in mind, however, that this relief is temporary. As the open areas 
of the town become built up and as the population of the town continues 
to move upward towards the ultimate maximum, the enrollment at all 
school levels will also continue to rise. An Elementary School Building 
Committee is presently studying the problem of additions to and renova- 
tion and possible alteration of the five older elementary schools, namely 
the Washington, Wyman, Lincoln, Noonan and Mystic Schools. 

The most urgent problem in the school system, indeed the most 
urgent problem in Winchester, is the need for a new senior high school. 
The present building, originally built as a junior high school, was enlarged 
in 1954 to serve as a high school with a design capacity of 900. There are 
presently nearly 1,100 high school students housed in the building, an 
overcrowding in excess of twenty percent. 


At a Special Town Meeting held in February 1967 the Town Meeting 
unanimously endorsed the concept of a new high school and instructed 
the Building Committee to proceed with plans on the so-called Shore 
Road Field site. An architect was appointed, preliminary plans are essen- 
tially completed and it is anticipated that a Special Town Meeting called 
for the purpose of approving the plans and authorizing the funding will 
be held late in February 1968. Provided favorable action is taken at that 
time, the new building could be available for occupancy in September 1970. 

Meanwhile, steps must be taken to care for the high school population 
until such time as the new building is ready for occupancy. In September 
1968 the high school day will be lengthened by one hour, a device to 
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avoid the possible curtailment of educational offerings. The school day, 
however, for teacher and student will not be longer than at present. 
Further extension or alteration of the school day must be made in Sep- 
tember 1969. 


The year 1967 was for many reasons a significant one for the Win- 
chester Public Schools. Not the least of these was the inauguration of 
the procedure of formal negotiations between the School Committee and 
its employees on matters of salaries and working conditions. 


Authorized by a 1965 Act of the Massachusetts General Court, the 
School Committee moved early in its consideration of the 1967 Budget 
to set up the machinery for negotiating with organized groups of teachers, 
principals, custodians, secretaries and cafeteria personnel. In spite of a 
lack of experience on the part of both the employees and of the School 
Committee in matters of formal negotiations, much progress was made. 


The contract signed with the Winchester Teachers’ Association in May 
1967 provided salary schedules as follows: Bachelor’s degree level, $5,900 
to $9,000 in 14 steps; Master’s degree level, $6,200 to $10,500 in 14 steps; 
30 hours beyond the Master’s degree or Certificate of Advanced Graduate 
Study, $6,500 to $11,000 in 14 steps. With the single exception of the upper 
steps on the Bachelor’s degree level these schedules proved to be reason- 
ably competitive in our recruitment of new teachers, 


In September 1967 93 new teachers, the largest number in the history 
of the town, began their duties in their respective schools. Of these 14 
were additional persons needed to staff the new Tufts School. Although 
the number of new people is large, it is not, however, out of line with 
the experience of other suburban communities. It simply pointed up the 
fact that for some years turnover in Winchester teaching personnel had 
been below the regional average. 


Winchester is interested in change, but not merely for the sake of 
change. Rather there is a concern for and an interest in developing ways 
of better doing things already being done well, an interest in deepening 
and broadening an already rich program of studies and a desire to further 
strengthen an already strong faculty. 

Curriculum Councils in the subject matter areas of English, Science, 
Social Studies, Math and Foreign Languages have been working on a 
year-round basis on the continuing task of revising and refining the cur- 
riculum. Their efforts are already being felt in changes and improvements 
in the educational experience of children. 


The Federal Government awarded to Winchester in 1967 a grant in 
the amount of $72,000 for the purpose of continuing the elementary school 
project, “Self Instruction for Small Groups.” Another grant for $23,500 
enabled us to secure and to staff a Mobile Reading Laboratory for use in 
remedial reading work in three of the public elementary schools and in 
the two parochial schools of the town. Application for a $150,000 Federal 
grant for a-»project for secondary students entitled, “Adolescent Group 
Interaction Learning Techniques” has also been made. 
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I am greatly indebted, as is the community, to a dedicated and compe- 
tent staff, to the members of the School Commitiee, to the Citizens’ Advisory 
Committee, the several Building Committees and to the parents, whose 
joint cooperation and support have contributed greatly to maintaining high 
standards of education in Winchester.

WINCHESTER PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


September 1966 - June 1967 


The annual report of the Medical Department for the school year 
1966-1967 follows: 


A. Annual Physical Examinations: 


1. The physical examinations of school pupils were begun soon after 
the opening of school and concluded in June 1967. 

Examinations of the first, fourth, seventh, tenth and twelfth grades 
were completed along with all new -students who entered school the 
current year and all kindergarten children who had not received a pre- 
school check-up. All student candidates for major sports in High School 
were examined before participating in the athletic program.

The major defects still remain chiefly dental in nature. Those students 
found to have major defects are examined annually unless conditions are 
corrected. 


The minor defects seem to-fall in the order of frequency in the fol- 
lowing categories: feet, posture, nutrition (principally overweight and 
underweight), teeth, and minor skin ailments such as acne. It is quite 
apparent that the incidence of flat feet has shown a definite increase in 
the past five years. It has become so obvious that the percentage would 
reach approximately twenty out of every one hundred students. The 
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reason for this is probably the minimal use of the feet in walking and 
exercise as well as the poor quality and type of shoe worn. 
2. Parents present at examinations: 


There were 38 parents present during the examinations of the ele- 
mentary school pupils.

Most Junior and Senior High School students 
were advised to seek medical attention for minor defects found and only 
for those in whom major defects were found were notices sent to parents. 
In reference to major defects relative to heart conditions, every effort 
is made to contact parents via telephone and notices, either bringing 
new cases to their attention or evaluating known cases. 


4. Combination Class Examinations: 


This special class under the supervision of Mrs. M. Lorette Smith was 
again located at the Vinson-Owen School and consisted of fifteen students.

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Report of the Comptroller 


December 31, 1967 


In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 61, General 
Laws, I herewith submit my report of the financial transactions of the 
Town of Winchester for the year ending December 31, 1967, together with 
miscellaneous tables and statistics. 


Ordinary Operations 

Ordinary revenues of the town exceeded total expenditures for ordi- 
nary operations by $288,469.34. Revenue appropriation balances reverted 
were $223,408.62, receipts in excess of estimates $63,765.32, and assessments 
made subsequent to the fixing of the tax rate $1,295.40, 

On December 31 the General Surplus Revenue balance is $1, 023,978. 11 
of which $879,321.93 is available for expenditure. The amount available, 
or “free cash,” is $177,963.15 more than available a year ago. 

The Stabilization Fund, established during 1965, has a balance of 
$108,414.14. g 


Water Operations 
Water Department expenditures exceeded revenues by $12,447.45. Ap- 
propriation reversions of $8,459.52 were offset by a receipts deficiency of 
$20,906.97. The net deficit from 1967 operations was further reduced by 
credit of surplus generated from previous years, $3,629.32, and by reversion 
of $13.09 from appropriations of prior periods. The accumulated net 
deficit, $8,805.04, was charged to the General Surplus Revenue account. 


Debt Operations 

Funded debt of the town decreased by $260,000.00 during 1967. A water 
construction loan was offset by $400,000.00 in payments on existing debt. 
Changes in the funded debt position and modification of the statutory 
formula for calculation of borrowing capacity increased our available 
borrowing capacity to $7,588,106.00 on December 31. The calculation of 
the capacity takes into consideration the Senior High School Land Taking 
authorization which remains authorized but unissued. 


Post Audit of Departments 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53, General 
Laws, and Chapter 57 of the Acts of 1963, accounts of various town officers 
and boards entrusted with the receipt, custody of expenditure of money 
have been examined and appropriate action and/or reports initiated in 
each instance. 


Examination of Trust Funds 
In accordance with the provisions of Chapter 41, Section 53, General 
Laws, the accounts of the Commissioners of Trust Funds and the Town 
Treasurer have been examined. The securities held by these trustees 
have been examined and found in proper order. The cash balances have 
also been verified.
